Sunshine law 
will illuminate 
income facts

How important is it for you to know that Sen Bernice 
Labedz of Omaha and her husband own 132 shares of stock 
in The American Telephone and Telegraph Company? 
Or that Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh had assets in 
properties and investments exceeding $2 million in 1976? 
Or that Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln worked for 
Nebraskans for Peace for seven months in 1975 at a salary 
of $280 a month, but not while the Unicameral was in 
session? 
Or that Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood had a $36,000 
contract in 1976 to provide helicopter services to the 
Nebraska l^ublic Power District, a major lobbying force in 
the Legislature'’ 
All of that information — and more — is currently on 
file with the Legislature's Conflicts of Interest Committee. 
Most of the details disclosed by the senators, including 
dollar amounts and specific financial holdings or interests, 
are not required by current law. 
But a tighter disclosure law providing for more 
detailed information about the financial interests of 
senators than has ever been required before will take effect 
July 1 when the so-called 1976 “ sunshine law” becomes ful­ 
ly operative. 
Initial disclosure statements will not be due at the of­ 
fices of the new Nebraska Political Accountability and 
Disclosure Commission until the following April 1. 


Law wilt require specifics 
Dollar amounts still will not be required — but 
senators must for the first time list specific names and ad­ 
dresses of major business interests, real estate holdings, 
checking accounts, savings accounts, stocks and bonds, 
government securities and other forms of wealth. 
Major holdings are generally defined in the law as 
those which are valued at or produce income of $1,000 or 
more. 
Senators must also identify (with certain exceptions) 
creditors to whom they owe $1,000 or more and persons who 
provide them with gifts valued at more than $100. 
The sunshine law also empowers the commission to 
seek whatever additional information it deems necessary. 
Disclosure of specific major financial interests is the 
key element of the conflict of interest section of the 1976 
law. 
Present law provides only for disclosure in general 
terms and a simple statement that a senator has a financial 
interest in farming or real estate investment and sales or 
in barbering can and does suffice. 
Recognizing the fact that there will be potential con­ 
flicts of interest for senators who serve in a legislature 
whose maximum salary has been set (and held) at $400 a 
month by Nebraska voters, the law opts for disclosure over 
divestiture. 
Outside sources of income are more of a necessity than 
a luxury when the state pays its legislators $4,800 a year. 
Among Nebraska’s 49 senators, how many face a con­ 
flict of interest in discharging their legislative duties? 
Depending on how tightly you choose to define that term, 
the answer could be all 49. 
After all, each senator is also a taxpayer and each is 
directly affected in his billfold or her purse by the tax and 
spending decisions of the Unicameral. 
What the new law is more concerned with is a direct 
financial benefit which is “ distinguishable from the 
benefits to the public or a broad segment of the public.” 
In such cases, senators would be required to prepare 
for the new commission a wTitten statement describing the 
potential conflict, but they would still be free to vote on the 
issue if they wished 


Can conscience and duty balance? 
"I don’t think a senator should disqualify himself from 
voting unless that vote would individually enrich him 
beyond its effect on the general public. It’s a matter of con­ 
science” 
Omaha attorney Peter Hoagland, who was the key 
figure in drafting a proposed sunshine initiative for Com­ 
mon Cause which led to adoption of the Legislature’s own 
proposal last year, said he thinks a senator "clearly should 
be called upon to disqualify himself from votihg if the con­ 
flict is direct or file a statement indicating why he did not 
do so” 
Senators probably should not be forced to step aside, 
thus disfranchishing their constituents from a represen­ 
tative vote on an issue, he sSid 
Joseph Johnson of Anselmo, the assistant coordinator 
of Common Cause, said some “ potential situations” have 
arisen bt*cause of senator’s business interests. 
He declined to state specific instances of possible 
abuse because “ We don’t work on the basis of rumors ” 
But, he added, "sometimes certain situations develop in 
the Legislature and it makes you wonder why they 
developcHl that way.” 
Both Luedtke and Hoagland said they are comfortable 
with the decision not to require disclosure of specific dollar 
amounts of wealth or income. 
“ We need to balance the right to privacy against the 
legitimate public interest.” Hoagland said “ The crucial 
information is the source of income That’s the important 
thing to know ” 
Luedtke said he believes the public official should 
simply be required to “ disclose his specific areas of in­ 
terest and then be prepared to account for what he does” 
Here is some of the information which already is being 
disclosed, some of it in more detail than is required by 
either current law or the new sunshine act: 
—.Sen William Brennan of Omaha chose to disclose the 
fact that his salary as president of the slate AFL-CIO is 
$23.00U a year. 
—Sen Donald Dworak of Columbus says he owns $10,- 
OÜÜ of bonds in an unnamed Nebraska subdivision of 
government 
—Sen Hichard Maresh of Milligan disclosed that he 
owns certificates of deposit valued at $50,000 
—Sen Dave Newell of Omaha reveal^ that he has $7,* 
000 in savings and $5,000 invested in mutual funds 
—Sen Luedtke reported in 1973 that he had purchased 
stock in an oil well equipment manufacturing corporation, 
an outstate Nebraska bank corporation and a major airline 
company. 
—Sen Richard Marvel of Hastings disclosed that he 
owns investments in gas and food products, and Sen John 
Murphy of South Sioux City said his inv^tments include 
natural gas distribution and banking 
—Sen Larry Stoney of Omaha informed the committee 
in 1975 that he is on leave of absence without pay from 
Mutual of Omaha when the Legislature is in session. 


2 escapees cornered 


Bfushy Mountain, Tenn. (A P ) - 
Authorities sealed off a 500-square-yard area 
Sunday night where they believed two es­ 
caped inmates, answering the descriptions of 
James Earl Ray and a companion, were 
trapped. 
The area is about five miles due north of 
Brushy Mountain State Prison where Ray, 
convicted murderer of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., and six companions escaped Friday 
night using a makeshift ladder. 
Earlier, a former cellmate of Ray’s was 
arrested by state troopers. 
Warden Stoney l.ane said Earl Hill Jr., 
34. was captured not far from where all three 
men were spotted, in a valley of the New 
River 
Hill, a convicted murderer, was along 
when captured, but the other two appeared to 
be separated by several hundred yards in the 
same area and trying to escape. Lane said 
“ These three have been just sort of drif­ 
ting along, like a rabbit in front of the dogs.” 
the warden said. 
The third convict was tentatively iden­ 
tified as Douglas Shelton. 32, serving M years 
for murder He and the other man, believed 
to be Ray, were inside an area of perhaps 500 
square yards. Lane said 
Police with dogs were closing in. Lane 
said, and “ I would say the chances for cap­ 
turing Ray tonight are excellent” 


Earlier, authorities expanded the search 
for Ray to a 25-mile radius of the prison in 
snake-infested mountainous terrain — an 
area of about 2,000 square miles. The com­ 
munities of Wartburg, Oliver Springs and 
Cary ville were in the search area. 
In Caryville, about 20 miles northeast of the 
prison, police said a car was stolen from a 
parking lot and a man’s plaid shirt, a pair of 
pants and $.300 were stolen from another car 
Sunday They refused to speculate whether 
there was any connection between the theft 
and the breakout by Ray and six other in­ 
mates Friday night. 
“ The interesting thing is they only stole 
clothing from the car and they left behind 
many dollars worth of camera equipment and 
jewelry,” said Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Deputy J D. Mathis. 
The escaped men were wearing denim 
jeans and workshirts when they fled, accor­ 
ding to prison guards. 


One of the seven escapees was shot and 
wounded and taken back Into custody im­ 
mediately after the breakout, and another 
was apprehended on Saturday. The reputed 
mastermind of the escape, convict Larry E 
Hacker, was captured early Sunday 
Warden Stoney Lane said the three have 
been placed in isolation and will receive an 
administrative hearing and be charged with 
escape 


On Sunday. Gov Ray Blanton and Maj. 
Gen. Carl Wallace, adjutant general of the 
Tennessee National Guard, flew to the 
prison, where officials were growing more 
pessimstic about the likelihood of capture. 
Blanton announced he had ordered about 
150 guardsmen with helicopters into the 
search. He said it is possible that Ray has 
managed to get out of the Cumberland Moun­ 
tains around the prison but that he Is con­ 
vinced Ray is still in the area and will be 
found 
Officials said later that 150 guardmen 
assigned to a military police unit in West 
Tennessee will travel by convoy in about 50 
vehicles, including 40 Jeep-type trucks, early 
Monday, arriving here sometime Monday 
afternoon. The MPs will be commanded by 
Maj. Gen. William Kinton, who as a civilian 
IS district attorney at Trenton’ Tenn 
They will be joined by about 50 officers, 
trcKips from the National Guard headquarters 
in Nashville and aircraft mechanics 
Long before they arrive, 16 helicopters 
are expected to arrive from .Smyrna, near 
Nashville The choppers, which will augment 
five already here, will include 12 L0H6 light 
observation models, and four riU Hueys 
These will include one command unit, 
w ith a medical evacuation helicopter and one 
carrying mechanics for the other cratt

mountains " to search the backwoods areas 
with bloodhounds for Ray and the three other 
convicts still at large

Photos grasp Sioux life

L'ather Don Doll spent nine months living with the Brule Si ux 
in 1974, through photography documenting lives of Indians m 
Spring Creek, a community on the Rosebud reservation 
Several of the men who allowed Father Doll to photoj rupfi 
them now are dead 
Young men Dead from di.sease Or. the victims of living in an 
environment of “ implied violence 
“ The people are so close to death and suffering, " Father Doll 
said 
Father Doll said he thought he wa-^ accepted into the Spring 
Creek community because he shared the people s suffering 
Father Doll was their parish priest 
Father Doll's photographs are now part of an exhibition that 
opened Sundav at Sheldon .Art Gallery 
The exhibition, “ Crying for a Vision A Rosebud Sioux Trilogy 
(1886-1976), ’ documents about 100 years of cultural change on the 
reservation 
The 120 photographs also include the work of John A Ander­ 
son, photographs wh^ch were shot at the turn of the century and 
reprinted from his original glass negatives, and of Father Eugene 
Buechel, whose photographs document the Rosebud Sioux from the 
1920s through the 1940s 
Father Doll and Jim Alinder, professor of photography at the 
Fniversitv of .Nebraska-Lincoln, were curators and editors of i.he 
project The Mid-America Arts Alliance is circulating the show 
through a five-state region. 
Father Doll, now 39. first lived on the Rosebud reservation in 
196.3 
When Father Doll returned about 10 years later, he said he was 
accepted back into the Indian community 
Fr D»)ll said that, through his photographs, he wanted to con­ 
vey two themes the Indian’s relationship to the land and the 
humanity of the Indian people 


The portraits, he said, were taken inside 
"1 wanted to show people relegated to the world indoors, to 
these little shacks,’’ he said

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Progress mixed in cieaning up Sait waterways

Progress in cleaning up the polluted Salt 
Creek waterways appears to have been 
mixed during the last year 
Although some industries are taking 
steps to great their sewage and Lincoln 
builders now have to follow stricter sewage 
treatment requirements, pollution still con­ 
tinues Erosion from farmland continues to 
be a major problem 
The repor t was releast*d by the state 
Natural Resources Commission Fhe report 
compared how industries, businesses, 
government and others have progressed since 
1973 in cleaning up sewage pollution 
A comprehensive study tour years ago 
found that raw sewage, industrial wastes an* 
feedlot runoff into waterways has turnt*d .Salt 
Creek into one of Nebraska’s dirtiest 
streams 
A 1975 Department of Environmental 
i'ontrol report said high levels of dissolved 
solids, nitrates, phosphates and fecal 
bacteria from municipal runoff and sewage 
account for much of the creek’s jx>or water 
quality 
And. the report said, the situation isn t 


likely to improve enough to meet the nation's 
clean water deadline in 1985 
The Natural Resources Commission 
progress report noted that Lincoln is building 
a major sewage treatment plant near Stevens 
('reek’s confluence with the .Salt. A number of 
towns, such as Hickman and Schuyler, have 
received grants to expand their waste water 
treatment plants. 
Also on the positive side, Lincoln’s new 
land sub<fivision ordinance now requires that 
wastewater treatment plants serving new 
subdivision be operated by the city A 
homeowners’ association foots the bill 
Industries with their own treatment 
plants which discharge wastes into creeks 
and rivers now must have a permit and meet 
stringent requirements, the commission said 
.Some of the industries which have 
polluted the .Salt Creek bqjin in the past in­ 
clude 
Hy-Gain Electronics, which is com­ 
pleting construction of a mechanical sewage 
treatment plant 
Roberts Dairy, which during 1976 
received a jiermit to dump untreated salty 
cooling water into streams The permit was 
granted after it was determined that the dis­ 


charge, although of comparatively poor 
quality, was of higher quality than the dis­ 
charge s receiving water 
- I'niversity of .Nebraska’s City Campus 
and East Campus power plants, whose lime 
sludge disi-harges have been of previous con­ 
cern to the commission The power plants 
now combine the sludge with other materials 
and the mixture is considered to be satisfac­ 
torily diluted” before reaching .Salt Creek 
rhe commission noted that the Bine Lake 
Development southeast of Lincoln has not im­ 
proved Its wastewater treatment facilities 
Two additions have bt*en proposed along with 
a new mechanical treatment plant In 1974, 
Bine Lake developers were refused city and 
county permission to expand until they im­ 
proved treatment of wastewater 
Other sources identified as pollutants in 
the 1973 study and a report on how they are 
progressing include 
— Villa Del Ray, a housing development 
southeast of Lincoln, continues to treat its 
wastewater with a mechanical package 
plant 'fhat drscharge into Stevens Creek is 
schtnluled to be disinfected starting in July 
The State Fairgrounds is continuing to 
work*on its barn wash problem, in which tons 


of waste had t«*en dumped into waterways 
without profMT treatment 
The Men s Reformatory in Lincoln 
still discharges sanitary waste, after some 
treatment, into a tributary of Middle Creek. 
Blans call for the reformatory to b<* con­ 
nected to f.mcoln’s system sometime in the 
future No date was given 
Bioneer Trailer ( 'ourt east of Lincoln 
I; dumping treated wastewater into Stevens

All feedlots once a major source of pollu­ 
tion, must be inspected and have a permit 
h arrners now are practicing such conserva­ 
tion techniques as terracing crop rotation 
anif proper application of chemicals 
Rule on canned food weight eyed 


Washington (AB) - Are you getting your 
money’s worth from canned food'* The 
government is considering a plan to make 
canners tell consumers how much solid food 
goes into a can before liquids are added 
Officials of the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration say they soon plan to ask for 
public reaction to such a requirement, 
which would be the first step toward putting 
the plan into effect 
The FDA has been wrestling for several 
years with the problem of the bt*st way of 
letting consumers know how much real food 
IS in a can of fruit or vegetables 
Today consumers can find the net weight 
printed on a can, but that includes the 
water, syrup or other liquid in which the 
food IS packed Shoppers sometimes dis­ 
cover too late tfiey have plenty of water, but 
not enough green beans for their family 
The method that the FDA expects to 
propose, probably early next week, is called 


till-weight 
It involves measuring the 
.solid content of a product before water is 
added and the item is processt*d 
rhe canning industry suggested this 
method in lieu of a proposal advanct-d in 
1973 by tlie i’onsumers Union 
The consumer group wanttnl the govern­ 
ment to rtHjuire canners to state their 
products drained weight - tfiat is, the 
amount of solid food, after canning and 
processing, and after the liquid is drained 
off 
'I’he canning industry objecttsl that this 
would be complicated expensive and 
wasteful, requiring that many sample cans 
be opened and tested after pro<essing and 
their contents wasted 
Consumers Union countered that drained 
weight currently is required lor fruit 
cocktail and canned* mushrooms and 
therefore was certainly a possibility 


The FDA has estimated that drained- 


weight labeling would cost about $loil 
million a year while the canners say fill- 
weight would cost only $10 million In either 
case, the cost will likely be addnl to the 
puce of the proiluct 
Tfie canners contend fill-weight labeling 
will produce just as useful information as 
the Consumers Union proposal 
Officials noted that some fruits and 
vegetables absorb water and other sub­ 
stances from the liquid in which they are 
packtxl and thus may weigh more when they 
come out of a can than when they went in In 
other cases, this is reversed as foods lose 
water and nutrients into the liquid

Brushy Mountain. Tenn. (AP) - Jhe five men who went over 
the back wall at Brushy Mountain State Prison with James Earl 
Ray all had been convicted of crimes of violence and carried 
prior escape records. 


Ray, who was serving 99 years for the 1968 slaying of civil 
rights leader Dr Martin Luther King Jr ., had repeatedly tried 
to escape from the forbidding mountainside prison and from the 
main slate penitentiary in Nashville where he spent 2'ii years. 
It was while Ray was an escapee from a Missouri prison that 
King was slain. 


A seventh member of the escape band, Je rry Ray Ward. .35, 
Wichita, Kan., was serving a 20-to-40-year sentence for the 1971 
robbery of a Nashville bank His first escape attempt ended 
when a guard shot him in the leg as he scaled the wall with Ray 


The other men had all experienced sometimes brief periods of 
trecdorn since being sent to prison for crimes that ranged from 
armed robbery and safecracking to murder and rape 


Fly Sunday, authorities had recaptured two of the men — 
David Lee Powell and Larry K Hacker Still at large, besides 
Ray, were Karl Hill Jr ., Donald Ray Caylor and Douglas Swane 
Shelton 


Powell, 27. ( ’hicago. the first to be recaptured Saturday and 
the only black among them, was serving 1(»0 years tor the 
slaying of a Memphis theater cashier in 1972 


He was sent to prison in 1973 and escaped over an eight-foot 
wall at the main penitentiary in Nashville Iwo years later He 
was recaptured three days later in an Kast Nashville griK-ery 


Hacker, 32, Hamilton, Ohio, was serving 28 years for armed 
robbery and safecracking Police in his home town remember 
him as a regular customer “ who left town because we didn't 
have enough banks tor him to rob ” A i5-year sentence for bank 
robbery awaits him in Stuth ('arolina upon his release from 
prison in Tennessee 


Hacker, who was recaptured early Sunday, escaped from the 
prison in Nashville last November and was caught two months 
ago in Virginia Beach. Va 


Hill, 34, F>win, Tenn , was convicted in 1969 ol the murder of 
a vacationing Washington, D C., policeman and the rapeot the 
otiicer s wife. Hill and two other minimum-securily trusties 
walked away trom the main prison in Nashville in 1974 Police 
recapturiHl him a week later in a Nashville apartment 


Caylor. 24. Knoxville, .serving 51 years lor assault with intent 
to murder and arrruHl robbery, was one ol 12 inmates who oom- 
mandeered a prison bus in 1974 w hile working on a prison larm

Boston (AP) — Th e Ken n ed y family, frien d s an d p olitical 
associates gath ered in a ligh t mist on a mu d d y field at th e en d of 
a Boston Harb or p en in su la S u n d ay to b reak grou n d for th e Joh n 
Fitzgerald Ken n ed y memorial lib rary. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. D-Mass., brother of the slain presi­ 
dent. said the library ‘‘will tell the kind of man he was. 
“ It will be more than just a collection of documents under 
glass It will also be a very personal memorial, a link between 
the future and the past." 


The senator's voice broke with emotion as he spoke of his 
brother and said, “ For those too young to remember Jack 
themselves, <the library) will describe his life and works in 
ways that will make him comè alive for future generations.” 


The late Robert Kênnedy’s son, Joseph, a nephew of the late 
president, said the library also will be a memorial to his father, 
who served as attorney general in the Kennedy administration. 


Also participating in the ceremonies at the site of the $12 
million modernistic glass and concrete library were Kennedy's 
widow, Jacqueline Onassis, his mother Rose, and his children 
John and Caroline. 


At the end of the ceremony, members of the immediate fami­ 
ly each turned over spades of dirt. 


Construction is scheduled to begin later this month and to be 
completed in about 2'a years. 


Original plans called for the library to be built in Cambridge 
near Harvard University where Kennedy attended college. 
However neighborhood residents protested that the building 
would create traffic and crowd problems, and the Harvard 
Sijuare site was abandoned 
The new site is in the city's Dorchester section, an area where 
a run-down, low-income housing project also is located. 


Near where the ceremonies were held, a group of about 35 
residents of the housing project demonstrated for jobs. 
Joseph Kennedy, 24, who talked to the group after the 
ceremonies, promised to meet with them later in the week.

Moscow (AP) — Despite a chill in detente, 
American and Russian scientists are working on 
a revolutionary way to produce electricity. II S 
sources say it is an example of the West's 
benefiting from Soviet technology. 
“ We think it will be the most significant event 
in U.S.-Soviet scientific cooperation since 
Apollo-Soyuz,” said one source, comparing the 
project to the 1975 joint Soviet-American space 
flight. 
■The 
process 
— 
known 
as 
magnetohydrodynamics (MHD) — uses ionized 
gas and a giant magnet to generate electricity. 
Scientists expect MHD plants of the future to be 
20 per cent to 40 per cent more efficient than 
contemporary facilities that use coal, natural 
gas or oil, sources say, 
The U.S. Energy Research and Development 
Administration plans to announce Monday that a 
40-ton magnet will be flown to the Soviet Union 
on June 20 from Argonne National Laboratory in 
Illinois as part of the U.S. contribution to the 
project. 
When energized, the $2,5-million magnet can 
produce a magnetic field 300,000 times stronger 
than the horizontal magnetic field of the earth. 
U S scientists say. 
The magnet will be installed at the world's 
only MHD plant, a test facility completed in 1971 
in the heart of Moscow 
Sources at the Argonne laboratory said last 
week that the magnet could be in operation in 
the Moscow plant by the end of summer • 
The horizontal magnetic field is the over all 
magnetic field that aftCTts compasses in areas 
away from the North and South Poles The 
supermagnet is built with Us magnetic field con­ 
centrated in the center of the apparatus so that 


it will not attract compasses. 
Scientists explain the proc'ess this way; 
Hydrocarbon fuel, such as natural gas. is 
burned at temperatures up to 5,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and the resulting ionized gas. is 
forced at high speed down a pipe and through a 
magnetic field, producing electricity. After 
passing through the magnetic field, the hot gas 
is channeled into conventional turbines to 
priKiuce additional power 
Conventional generating plants are only about 
35 per cent efficient in converting hydrocarbon 
energy into electricity, but scientists claim 
Mill) plants can operate at about 55 per cent ef­ 
ficiency. resulting in substantial fuel savings 
Further improvements of the technology could 
boost NHfD efficiency to almost 75 per cent. 
Critics of U .S.-Soviet scientific cooperation 
have argued that the Soviets have gained far 
more from the exchanges than the United 
States 
Hut an American scientist in Moscow argued 
that in the case of magnetohydrodynamics. “ It s 
really bt>en the other way around 
We don't have anything like the equipment 
they have at the Institute of High 
Ternp«‘ratures,“ he said, describing Soviet 
cooperation in the project as 'marvelous.

Moscow (U PI) — The Soviet Union 
published a new lyric for its national anthem 
Sunday, eliminating the reference to dis­ 
credited dictator Josef Stalin that prevented 
patriotic Communists from singing the words 
in public for the last ‘20 years. 
The song, still known only as the Hymn of 
the Union of the Soviet Socialist Republics, ac­ 
cords Vladimir Lenin all of the praise formerly 
bestowed on Stalin. 
The lyrics also have been changed to tone 
down one stanza that brimmed with the 
fiellicose wartime rhetoric popular when the 
hymn first appeart*d in 1943 
The martial musical accompaniment, 
written by A. V Alexandrov, does not appear to 
have bt*en changed, although the score now 
calls for the rendition to be given “ warmly” 
rather than “ broadly.” 
The new lyrics are attirebuted to the 
writers Sergi Mikhalkov and El-Registan, the 
original authors, although El-Registan dicHl 
shortly after World War 11 
The major change occurs in the third stan­ 
za. where the earlier version lionized the late 
dictator; 
“ The sun of freedom shone to us through 


thunderstorms; 
“ And great Lenin lighted up the road. 
“ We were brought up by Stalin 
“ For truthfulness of the people in labor 
and deeds he inspired us.” 
In the new version published Sunday, the 
third line of the stanza is changed to read “ he 
raised the people for ajust purposT,” effective­ 
ly removing Stalin from the entire song 
Singing of the anthem was proscribed 
during the Soviets’ de-Stalinization period 
following the dictator’s death in 1953, when his 
name was stripped from signposts and books. 
The Soviets continued to play the music on 
state occasions, often accompanied by 
deafening blasts of artillery and brass 
flourishes. It has been so long since the words 
have been mentioned in public, however, that 
most Soviets could not get past the first line — 
“ unbreakable union of republics free” 
The updating coincided with the revision of 
another Stalin artifact — the 1936 constitution 
Soviet newspapers said the new anthem 
had been presented last month by party 
idrologists Mikhail Suslov at a meeting of the 
presidium of the Supreme Soviet It was ap­

The Communist Party daily Pravda said 
Japanese Communists committed “ sacrilege” 
by demanding the return of the North Pacific 
islands .May 1, the international workers' 
holiday 
In Tokyo, the Japanese Communist Party 
said the Soviets were carrying out the tactics 
of dictator Josef Stalin by insisting the islands 
remain part of U S S R territory. 
Japanese Communist leader Kenji 
.Miyamoto appealed in an open letter for the 
return of Habomei and Shikotan Islands, at the 
southern end of the fog-shrouded, windswept 
island chain stretching 750 miles from the 
Kamchatka Peninsula to Japan’s northernmost 
island of Hokkaido 
Habtirnei and Shikotan, about 375 miles 
from the nearest Soviet mainland, extend to 


within five miles of the Japanese coast The 
Japanese government also has asked for return 
of two adjacent islands, Kunashiri and Etorifu. 
Control of the islands, which are inhabited

Americans want to reform 
the food stamp program 


By Louis Harris 
The American people are strongly critical 
of the way the F'ederal food stamp program 
has worked out, but they want to reform it, not 
abolish it. 
The public supports the general assump­ 
tions behind the program. More than 9 out of 10 
feel that in "a nation as rich in food as we are, 
no American should go hungry." A 61-297o 
majority rejects the notion that "people just 
have to learn that if they can’t provide for 
themselves, they won’t eat.” 
But by 65-22' tl the public gives the present 
plan low marks, and their criticisms are 
specific and widely held: 
—By 81*10'o, a majority feels that “ too 
many students and other people find ways to 
qualify for food stamps and make the program 
a ripoff of the government” There are clear 
signs that people want a much more careful 
screening of those who apply for food stamps

Despite these criticisms, a 73-17% majori­ 
ty believes that “ under the food program, peo­ 
ple don’t get free food, but have to pay at least 
part of their grocery bill, so it isn’t just a 
giveaway." 
Furthermore, this survey of 1,540 adults 
shows that although Americans are dis­ 
satisfied with the food-stamp program, they 
are willing to support other proposals that 
would accomplish the basic job. 
One of these is emboditni in legislation 
proposed by Sens. Robert Dole and George 
McGovern. The substance of the Dole- 
McGovern position is that "only those really in 
need should get food stamps, but then the 
stamps should pay for 100 per cent of the fo(xl 
purchased” By 58-22'’^ , the public agrees with 
this. They see it as a way of screening out those 
who have taken unfair advantage of the food 
stamp program, while making life somewhat 
easier for those who are at the bottom of the 
economic ladder

“ A nickel more a gallon is certainly 
not going to stop the proliferation of 
ears in our cities, except to cause 
problems for low-income people who 
simpiv have no other form of transpor­ 
tation It was hardly even a first step." 
said Moseone. 
Me was among five mayors inter­ 
viewed on NBC's “ Meet the Press’’ 
during the U.S. Conference of Mayors’ 
annual meeting here. 


Thunderstorms

Moseone's criticism of the energy 
program was the most pointed in the 
mayors' discussion of the Carter's per­ 
formance. For the most part the five 
mayors - three Democrats and two 
llepuhlicans -- praised the I’residcnt's 
actions in his first months in office. 
All five, however, voiced a concern 
expressed several times previously by 
the mayors' conference that Carter's 
goal of a balanced federal budget by 
19R1 is unacceptable if it means 
sacrificing pet eitv projects like 
national health insurance and welfare 
reform. 


Newark Mavor Kenneth A (îihson. 
the conference president, said that 
health insurance was a “ top prioritv" 
and that the balanced budget goal 
might have to be “ put aside"

Neigh borh ood rallies for park

Lincoln’s newest neighborhood group, 
the Salt Valley View Neighborhood 
Association, is 129 members strong 
following a weekend rally near land the 
group hopes will become a park. 
The land, 12 acres near School House 
Lane and Wyman Ave., is presently 
owned by the Lincoln Public Schools. 
The site originally was to be used for a 
Saturday afternoon rally that promised 
fun and games for the neighborhood 
residents. Last minute plans, however, 
switched the festivities to a median on 
an adjacent street. 
“ The lot (the 12 acres) wasn’t mowed 
in time for us to use it,” Pam Hoffman, a 
group representative, said. “ There’s 
noxious weeds three feet tall out there, 
so we got a city permit to close the street 
instead,” she added. 
At a brief business meeting, the group 
elected a nine-member board of direc­ 
tors and recruited 129 new members 
from among some 140 who attended the 
rally. 


The fact that the lot wasn’t mowed is 
indicative of the neighborhood’s 
problems, Mrs. Hoffman said. 
“ We just haven’t been heard in the 
past, so we decided it’s high time to 
organize,” she added. 
The neighborhood’s first action will be 
directed at securing some type of park. 
Neighborhood association president Tom 
Engstrom and vice-president Gary 


Petersen will meet with the Lincoln 
school board Tuesday morning to en­ 
courage the sale of about four of the 12 
acres to the city for the park. 
They also will urge the board to keep 
the remainder of the land and not sell it 
to a private developer. School officials 
indicated earlier this year they’d like to 
sell all the land to the city, but would 
probably retain the remainder if 
necessary. 
The school district purchased the land 
in 1964 for $24,000. Salt Valley View near 
Hwy. 77 and Old Cheney Rd. was just 
developing at the time, the brainchild of 
developers who purchased the old 
Skyline Farms. It originally was seen as 
a prime school site, but recently was 
declared surplus. 
‘Construction of Ruth Hill Elementary 
in the more heavily populated Southwood 
area, across Highway 77 to the east of 
Salt Valley View, provided a place for 
the Salt Valley youngsters. That fact, 
coupled with declining school population 
in the rest of the city, alleviated the need 
for a school in the neighborhood. 
For nearly a year, neighborhood 
residents have been lobbying the school 
board for permission to use the land for 
recreation. The board has declined 
because of insurance problems. 
The neighborhood group thinks a park 
is necessary, since children don’t have a 
park within walking or cycling distance. 
“ The closest park is Wilderness Park, 
and that isn’t really the kind of facility 
we need,” Mrs. Hoffman said. 


Van Dorn Park at 10th and Van Dorn is 
the closest playground. Irvingdale Park 
at 17th and Van Dorn has the closest 
swimming pool. The group eventually 
would like to see both park and pool in 
their neighborhood. 
As ^or other problems, a lack of trees 
is high on the list. Mrs. Hoffman said she 
and her husband bought a tree for the 
median in front of their home this spring 
and planted it “ so we’d have someUiing 
decent to look at.” 
Trees, and at least five parks, two 
large and three small, were discussed in 
1%4 during the development's planning 
stages. Just what happened to that idea 
is a good question. “ I guess nobody ever 
heard us complaining,” Mrs. Hoffman 
added. 
Also on the list: the Old Cheney by­ 
pass, a bridge on Old Cheney Rd., 
railroad relocation, upkeep of the area 
entrance and the possibility of more 
apartments being constructed. Some of 
the neighbors already feel the number of 
apartments exceeds available parking 
space. 
Those concerns will be voiced at next 
Saturday’s board of directors meeting. 
But for now, the focus is on the park. 
Newly-elected board members include 
Marie Haney, Ella Carson, Jerry Hood, 
Larry Jurgens, Pam Hoffman, Larry 
Walker, C. R. Bergith, Craig Anderson 
and Bob Pratt. 
Officers are Engstrom; Petersen; Jan 
Kropatsch, secretary, and Delfs Linder, 
treasurer. 


Kreps optimistic on con su mer agen cy 


Washington (A P) — Secretary of 
Commerce Juanita Kreps said Sunday she 
thinks President Carter’s consumer 
protection agency bill still may be passed 
by Congress. 
“ The administration is very much con­ 
cerned to get a good consumer protection 
agency,” she said, adding that business 
opposition is “ still possible to compromise 
on.” 
She was interviewed on CBS's “ Face the 
Nation.” 


She said she hopes a “ constructive mid­ 
dle ground” can be reached within a few 
weeks on business opposition to the con­ 
sumer agency. 
The administration is “ working very 
hard” on a compromise, she said She did 
not spell out points of possible com­ 
promise, other than to note that the ad­ 
ministration was sensitive to business con­ 
cerns that a consumer protection agency 
would be a “ superagency” that would add 
“ one more level of control.” 


“ Actually, it's a very small one,” she 
said about the proposed $10 million-a-year 
agency. 
Chances for the bill's passage appear 
uncertain in Congress. 
Senate Majority Leader Robert C Byrd 
said last week that the Senate would not 
act on the bill until it cleared the House, 
while House Speaker Thomas P. G’Nelll 
said House backers of the proposal were 
counting on the momentum of Senatti 
passage to aid their chances 


Space probes riding on Jupiter 


Pasadena, Calif. < AP) — It may be im­ 
possible to maintain America’s capabili­ 
ty to send unmanned explorer spacecraft 
to distant planets unless Congress 
restores funds for a planned Jupiter mis­ 
sion, space agency officials say. 
The recent cutoff of money to begin the 
project — the Jupiter Orbiter Probe 
(JO P) — IS viewed by some NASA scien­ 
tists as raising a lundamental question; 
Does the nation want to continue 
scouting other planets, as the VTking 
spacecraft did most recently at Mars, or 
abandon the entire effort? 
Dr Bruce Murray, director of Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory, the institution 
here that plans and runs unmanned 
planetary missions for NASA, said that 
without new exploration programs such 
as JOP, the highly skilled scientists and 
engineers required to make those mis­ 
sions successful will have to turn toother 


work. 
“ It's true you can buy back in later 
on," he said, “ but it's very expensive. 
The fact that you have the capability to 
send spacecraf t to the outer solar system 
and keep them alive for several years is 
a spinoff from the .Apollo program,” he 
said, referring to the massive national 
commitment that sent men to the moon. 
“ And if we lose that capability it’s 
going to take another Apollo to re-start 
It " 
Two upcoming planetary missions, 
already planned and paid for, will be the 
last unless new projects are funded. 
They are a flyby of Jupiter and Saturn 
due for launch this fall and a Venus probe 
to be launched next year. 
Last month a subcommittee of the 
House Appropriations Committee un­ 
expected y axed funds to begin the 
Jupiter Orbiter Probe. 


Next week a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee takes up the NASA budget 
and could restore money for the JO P 
program. If it does, a conference com­ 
mittee action involving both houses 
could keep JO P alive. 


At an eventual total cost of about $270 
million, the program called for a 1982 
launch of a two-part unmanned craft. 
Alter reaching Jupiter, the giant of the 
solar system, in 1984, the probe section 
of the craft would plunge into the dense, 
turbulent atmosphere of the planet, sen­ 
ding back data until it died from the 
crushing pressure. 


The orbiter section would circle for 20 
months or more around the planet, 
drawing near for 11 close encounters and 
making 11 close passes by the largest of 
Jupiter’s 12 moons.

Misrepresentations allegedly made to con­ 
sumers included that distributorships would be 
exclusive within a 50-mile area, that they would 
be distributing a "revolutionary new product," 
that the distributors would not have to do any 
selling but merely distribute the product and that 
the initial invc.stment would be recouped within 
two to three months. 
In another petition tiled by the attorney’ 
general against Candy Merchandising, also known 
as Candy Tree Inc , it is alleged that the defen­ 
dants re[)resented to consumers that they would 
net between $25.(HK) and $.50,000 profit the first 
year they distributed the products. 
However, the petition contends no one had 
more than $250 gross earnings in any month, while 
invested amounts ranged from $6,500 to $13,0(X). 
Various complaints on file at the consumer 
protection division involved distributorships for 
lilm handling, chinchillas, oil paintings, map ven­ 
ding machines, spray painting techniques, and 
many other items 
The promolor tor film processing dis­ 
tributorships claimed that his 17 -year-old 
daughter made $17,000 the first year, and that the 
cDinpany allegedly was continuing to operate 
alter .1 cease and desist agreement with the 
l ederal Tr.ule Commission 
In many ot the eomplaints the consumers con­ 
tended tliev were promised merchandise which 
thi'V p.iid tor and never received. 
For example, one Lincoln couple in response 
to a newspaper ad contacted a map company 
abftui tin* distributorship ot maps through vending 
machiiu's 
A I'ashier s check for $4,040 was 
required and the couple rei'eived the maps but no 
vending maelunes to get them into the business 
The consumer indicated that he and his wife 
lelt the "business opportunity" was a good one 


because few service stations provide maps free of 
charge anymore and the promoter assured the 
couple they would be the first distributor for the 
Lincoln area. 
There was allegedly in the agreement a 
stipulation that if the merchandise were not 
delivered within 90 days the entire amount of the 
investment would be refunded. 


While the couple had anticipated a good in­ 
come to supplement other retirement income, the 
wife was forced to obtain employment outside the 
home to help pay off the loan for the initial invest­ 
ment. 


According to Fennell, another technique used 
by various business opportunity promoters and of 
which the public should be aware is the use of a 
well-known name as a means to attract 
customers. 
For example, he said, one firm used the 
Disney name — it sold books some of which had 
Disneyland characters. 
According to “ The Consumers Tribune" 
published by the Con.sumer Affairs Foundation, a 
.small minority of those in business through the 
promotion of unfair schemes, prey upon the public 
under the cloak of legitimate business. 
There are more than 80Ü schemes, the 
publication .says, and the schemer relies for 
success upon universal human desires and takes 
advantage of the consumers' lack of knowledge 
and tries to prevent him from making an in­ 
vestigation 
"Before you invest — investigate," and 
"Head before you sign," are the slogans of the 
Better Business Bureaus presented in this 
publication 
The B B B urged that before committing 
yourself to any doubtful proposition, you bear in 
rnind the following: 
What are the facts? Do they agree with the 
representations' 
What are the promises or predictions'’ Are 
they reasonable? 
— What IS the past record ot the owner or 
representative? Is he worthy ol confidence"’

Sforr* flammable liquids in a well- 
ventilated area, away from any flame source 
Fuels sucli as gasoline should be stored away 
trorn your living quarters. 
— Try to buy minimum quantities ot these 
priMlucts Flammable liquids should be stored 
only in tightly-capped, non-breakable con­ 
tainers and the contents should be clearly 
labeled 
Never store gasoline in glass con­ 
tainers 
Metal containers are best, but ap­ 
proved plastic containers are also available. 
He sure to keep them tightly capped, in any 
case 
Do not siphon gasoline by mouth! Use a 
hand (»{HTated pump, if you must siphon gas. It 


gasoline, or any other flammable liquid, is ac­ 
cidently swallowed, do not induce vomiting — 
just a small amount of gasoline in your lungs 
can be fatal. 


Start charcoal fires only with fuels 
explicitly labeled as charcoal starters — not 
gasoline Dun t add tuel to the fire alter it is 
started bt'cause the flames could travel up lo 
the can and cause an explosion. 


Do not till the tanks of gasoline-powered 
equipment such as power mowers when the 
engines are running or while they are hot. 
Allow them to cool betore refueling. 


— Always use tlamrnable liquids in a well- 
ventilated area to prevent a concentration of 
their highly-tiammable and often toxic vapors.

Decline in poor 
farmers shown 
Washington (UPI) — The Agriculture Department says 
there are fewer poor farmers today than there were 15 years 
ago 
A department report said that in 1974 fewer than 16% of the 
nation s farmers were under the poverty line of $4,300 a year for 
a family of four with a male head of household. 
In 1960, more thant 50''i of farm families were living below 
government poverty standards 
Department economists said farm poverty also is dwindling 
when viewiHl from another angle. 
In 1960,19% of the nation’s poor lived on farms. That fell to 
in 1974 
About half the “ poor" farms are concentrated in the 
Southeast, it was estimated 
Analysts said the change since 1960 is partly due to the fact 
that some of yesterday’s poor farmers have moved up the 
economic ladder In some cases they have been able to increase 
the size of their farming operations, but more often they es­ 
caped poverty by getting nonfarm jobs to supplement 
agricultural income, experts said. 
The department’s Economic Research Service said farm 
poverty statistics also look better because some poor farmers 
moved to town 
“ The number of people with a farm residence declined by 
more than 5 5 million between 1960 and 1974 But not all the peo­ 
ple who fled larrning are better off Some have merely joined 
the r.inks of the urban poor," the report said 
la'onnmists noted in the report that although the number of 
small farms has been declining steadily for years, the small 
larm is “ still the most common agricultural enterprise.’’ 
About two-thirds of the nation’s farms, on the basis of 1974 
st.itistics, were classed as “ small’’ because they had annual 
farm prmluct sales of less than $20,000 a year. Operators had net 
farm income averaging about $2,300, but also averaged $12,000 
triim nonfarm jobs 
The report showi'd that between 1960 and 1974, the number 
of I S farms dropped from 2 7 million to 2 5 million In that 
^ame poriml, the number of small farms fell from 2 2 million to 
1 7 million

In 1958 the National Seed 
Storage Laboratory was es­ 
tablished at Fort Collins, 
Uolo., where seeds are stored 
in refrigeration to protect ger­ 
mination. 
A regular program of 
growing the seeds to increase 
the supply is done to assure 
protection of each variety. 
Scientists in the Agricultural 
Kesearch Service are con­ 
cerned that the development of 
new varieties of hybrid grain 
will cause farmers in the odd 
corners of the world to discard 
their low-yielding primitive 
varieties before samples can 
be collected and preserved. 
When new seeds are im­

"We need to get more of the 
samples of grain we have here 
in working collections sent to 
the national storage facility to 
be sure that if we had a dis­ 
aster of some kind here at 
Beltsville there would still be 
some seed available,” he said. 
White needs an infusion of 


funds to build a better, larger 
storage facility at Beltsville, 
or at least to convert a building 
into additional refrigerated 
storage. He also could use 
more money and personnel. 
The job is a big one. It in­ 
volves numbering the varieties 
as 
they come in and 
repackaging them as they 
leave the working collections. 
Seeds also are sent to 
growing sites where they are 
hand planted, harvested and 
repackaged. 
Many science w riters 
expressed concern a few years 
ago about the narrow genetic 
base of corn varieties when the 
corn blight struck all corn 
carrying a certain gene. For a 
while funding increased for the 
seed laboratory and its ser­ 
vice, but inflation is catching 
up with the increase again.

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Four Chadron businesses burn 
Chadron (U PI) — A fire fueled by 
explosive materials roared through a 
half-block area in Chadron's business 
district Sunday, destroyed four 
businesses, including the rustic Broken 
Wheel Saloon built in the late 1800s. 
An estimated 60 persons, including 
more than 20 civilians assisting 
volunteer firemen, responded to battle 
the three-building blaze which 
authorities said broke out in the center of 
the two-story saloon building’s ground 
floor. 
No injuries were reported, and 
authorities said damages could run as 
high as $750,000. It was the largest fire in 
Chadron since an auto dealership burned 
down in 1965. 
, 
The fire began shortly after midnight 
and Was declared under control by 3 a.m. 
Sporadic flames and explosions spewed 
from the fire into the mid-morning 


hours. 
Deputy State FiAe Marshal James 
Kutlcka of Gering arrived to handle the 
investigation into the fire which 
authorities said could take several days 
to complete. 
Other businesses consumed by the fire 
were Jack and Joe’s cafe, H and ^ Auto 
Supply and Gene’s Auto and Machine 
Shop located in the northwest corner of 
the auto supply building. 
Authorities said the flames churned 
through the saloon and its upper west 
wall caved in on the auto supply com­ 
pany. The fire also burned through a door 
between the saloon and the cafe, giving 
the flames an epsy way through. 
At the height of the fire, flames leaped 
15 to 20 feet above the saloon building. 
Expolosions fueling the blaze came from 
paint, oil and other flamables stored in 
the auto supply facility and machine 


shop. 
A fire was discovered by a passerby. 
Another bar next to the cafe sustained 
minor smoke damage. 
The walls to most of the buildings in­ 
volved crumbled, including the 60-foot- 
wide front wall to the auto supply ¿tore. 
The buildings were brick except for the 
wooden front of the saloon, which was 
built in the 1890s and had been closed 
several months for remodeling. 
The auto supply store was rebuilt 
following a fire .30 years ago. 
Owners of the busincs.ses involved es­ 
timated $1.30,000 in merchandise and 
supplies burned up in the auto supply 
store, while $30,000 in contents was lost 
in the tavern 
Loss of the contents in the cafe was es­ 
timated at $25,000, while the owners of 
the machine shop were evaluating the 
damage there.

This year’s College World Series could easily top most of 
the existing offensive records for the 28-year series at 
Omaha's Rosenblatt Stadium. 
Thryjugh the first five games there were six home runs, 20 
doubles and seven triples, an average of 26 hiU per game, and 
13 runs per game. 
• 
Certainly one of the reasons is the lack of “ super” 
pitching In past years the CWS has had such noted pitchers as 
l^rry Gura of the Kansas City Royals, Craig Swan of the NY 
Mets, Burt Hooton of the LA Dodgers, Steve Rogers of Mon­ 
treal and Floyd Bannister, last year’s top draft pick. 
But Clemson coach Neil Wilhelm credits the offensive 
power to the aluminum bats, used in the Series the past two 
years. 
■‘We’ve created a monster with these aluminum bats,'* 
said Wilhelm “ There are kids hitting better than they would 
with wood bats and the pitcher has to work harder than ever. 
"You can't use the pitchout or pitch-away anymore 
because the aluminum bats have about 30 per cent more hit­ 
ting area than the wooden ones, and the sweet spot is about 20 
per cent larger in the aluminum bats,” said Wilhelm. 
“ I can only think of one reason for using them . . .budget. 
They don’t break,” he said. “ But the way the ball comes off 
the aluminum bats is so much faster than the wooden bat, and 
the fact a batter can hit a home run on a pitch at his fists 
makes baseball a different game altogether.” 
“ Sure, I'm scared that somebody might get hurt because 
of the alummum bats, but we have to use them because 
everybody else is using them,” said Wilhelm 
"They don’t allow the aluminum bats in the majors and 
I’d like to see them ban the use of aluminum bats in college 
ball, to put the game and the hitting back into its proper 
perspective ' 
One figure that supports Wilhelm’s claim is the team bat­ 
ting averages of the eight CWS teams. South Carolina had the 
lowest team batting average coming into the series with a 287 
mark. Temple, which was ousted from the series Saturday had 
an average of .360 and Arizona State had a 347 mark. 
The debate of the so called "live ball” that the major 
leagues have been discussing lately doesn't appear to have any 
bearing on this year's series. 
According to NCAA controller Louis Spry, the CWS is 
using eight different balls this year, seven types of balls in two 
games each, and one in one game. 
"We used the Rawlings ball in theCal State-LA-Minnesota 
game Saturday and that was one of the lower scoring games,” 
said Spry, referring to Cal State's 7-4 win. 


Competition in Minnesota 
Minnesota baseball coach Dick Siebert, a 30-year veteran, 
noted that he is facing competition for baseball talent in the 
Minneapolis-St. Paul area, from all around including 
Nebraska. 
"We used to have any of these kids in the area we wanted, 
because of our tradition and the fact our program is well 
known,” said Siebert. "But, in the past few years, we've 
gotten competition from Wisconsin and now Nebraska 
"I guess that new coach down there in Lincoln is going to 
give us a lot of trouble,” said Siebert, referring to new 
Nebraska head baseball coach John Sanders.

Many long nights of study and recruiting efforts have 
netted Sanders and the NU baseball team two top prospects. 
Tim Burke of Omaha Roncalli, who earned all-City honors

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Settlement tty finds Moluccans bitter

Dutch officia ls met with South Moluc- 
can leaders Sunday in an effort to over­ 
come the anger left by twin rescue 
raids in which six Moluccan terrorists 
and two hostages were killed. 


A Monday court hearing was set for 
six ol the seven terrorists who survived 
Saturday s dawn strikes in which Dutch 
commandos stormed a tra m and a 
sch(H)l and freed 53 hostages who had 
been held for 20 days 
The seventh 
Moluccan was hospitalized with serious 
wounds 
Nine of the 53 surviving hostages also 
were in hospitals, but all were reported 
in good condition Other freed hostages 
refused offers to remain in the hospital 
for observation and were reunited with 
their fa milies at home. 
Seven Moluccan terrorists and two of 
their 55 hostages were killed Saturday 
when Dutch commandos stormed a 
train and a village school that the 
gunmen haii seized Ma y 23. 
Six terrorists were jailed pending a 
court hearing Monday, and the seventh 
was hospitalized in nearby (ironmgen 
with serious wounds 
F ive hostages also w ere being 
treated tor various injuries, but a ll 


were in good condition, a hospital 
spokesman said. The 48 other hostages 
passed up offers to remain in the 
hospital for at least 24 hours for obser­ 
vation. 
As mediation efforts began, young 
radicals among this country's 40,000 
Moluccan immigrants hinted that more 
te rrorist actions were in store in 
reprisal for the deaths of "our com­ 
rades." 
"O ur revolution needs a lot more vic­ 
tims among our sons and daughters," 
said a spokesman for the radical Youth 
Liberation Front "Ma ybe we'll have to 
go the same way as our friends."

The commission meeting was closed 
to the press, but sources said Moluccan 
members bitterly criticized the u.se of 
force against

terrorists. 
The 
sources said J ustice Minister Andries 
Van Agt in turn urged the Moluccans to 
find out whether anyone else was in­ 
volved in planning the double terrorist 
actions 
Following the meeting, Van Agt told 
a news conference the U)-member com­ 


mission, set up a fter the 1975 Moluccan 
takeover of a train and the Indonesian 
consulate in Amsterdam, would be 
expanded by adding young Moluccans, 
many of whom supported the goals if 
not the methods of the terrorists. 
A communique said both the Dutch 
and Moluccans at the meeting agreed 
"on the need to avoid creating il­ 
lusions." 
Asked if that meant the 
Moluccans should give up the idea that 
the Dutch government can help create 
a Moluccan nation, Van Agt said, "No, 
1 cannot answer that question.” 
Van Agt also promised to consider a 
request from the fa m ilies for the 
bodies of the six slain terrorists, in­ 
cluding one woman and the terrorist 
leader. Local Moluccans identified the 
woman terrorist as Hansina Autosia 
and the loader as Max Papijaya, both of 
Bovensmilde, the village just south of 
Assen that was the site of the school 
takeover. 


Moluccan sources said Papilaya, 24. 
was rumored to have received training 
in South Yemen from the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 
In Rome, f’ope Paul V I on Sunday 
deplored "the unspeakable episode of 
the South Moluccans," comparing it 


with last week's assassination in Rome 
o f a T u rk is h e n vo y a nd o th e r 
"clamorous episodes" that "disturb 
the minds of the world’s people.” 
The Israeli government, experienced 
in a ntiterrorist strategy, congratulated 
the Dutch government for its action. 
"From our own bitter experience, we 
know it is the government that is con­ 
cerned for the lives of its citizens that 
takes risk ," a spokesman said 
In Bovensmilde, Moluccans flew the 
flags of their government-in-exile at 
half-staff from the windows of their 
homes in 
mourning for the dead 
terrorists The streets were deserted 
despite a wa rm June sun. 
Police in armored vehicles stood 
guard along barbed-wire barricades 
separating the Moluccan neighborhood 
from the rest of the town. 
A carbine-carrying policeman guar­ 
ding one entrance to the Moluccan 
enclave told reporters walking into the 
area, "You go in a t your own risk." 
At a Moluccan church, parishoners 
rem em bered the victim s in their 
prayers. 
"This is a day of sadness for us.” said 
Miss Autosia's brother "W e've got to 
say prayers."

Sunshine law 
Will illuminate 
income facts

How important is it for you to know that Sen Bernice 


Labedz of Omaha and her husband own 132 shares of stock 
in The American Telephone and Telegraph Company? 


Or that Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh had assets in 


properties and investments exceeding $2 million in 1976? 


Or that Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln worked for 


Nebraskans for Peace for seven months in 1975 at a salary 
of $280 a month, but not while the Unicameral was in 
session? 


Or that Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood had a $36,000 


contract in 1976 to provide helicopter services to the 
Nebraska Public Power District, a major lobbying force in 
the Legislature? 


All of that information — and more — is currently on 


file with the Legislature's Conflicts of Interest Committee. 
Most of the details disclosed by the senators, including 
dollar amounts and specific financial holdings or interests, 
are not required by current law. 


But a tighter disclosure law providing for more 


detailed information about the financial interests of 
senators than has ever been required before will take effect 
July 1 when the so-called 1976 "sunshine law" becomes ful- 
ly operative 


Initial disclosure statements will not be due at the of- 


fices of the new Nebraska Political Accountability and 
Disclosure Commission until the following April 1. 


Law will require specifics 


Dollar amounts still will not be required — but 


senators must for the first time list specific names and ad- 
dresses of major business interests, real estate holdings, 
checking accounts, savings accounts, stocks and bonds,, 
government securities and other forms of wealth. 


Major holdings are generally defined in the law as 


those which are valued at or produce income of $1,000 or 
more. 


Senators must also identify (with certain exceptions) 


creditors to whom they owe Jl.OOO or more and persons who 
provide them with gifts valued at more than $100. 


The sunshine law also empowers the commission to 


seek whatever additional information it deems necessary. 


Disclosure of specific major financial interests is the 


key element of the conflict of interest section of the 1976 
law. 


Present law provides only for disclosure in general 


terms and a simple statement that a senator has a financial 
interest in farming or real estate investment and sales or 
in barbenng can and does suffice. 


Recognizing the fact that there will be potential con- 


flicts of interest for senators who serve in a legislature 
whose maximum salary has been set (and held) at $400 a 
month by Nebraska voters, the law opts for disclosure over 
divestiture. 


Outside sources of income are more of a necessity than 


-a luxury when the state pays its legislators $4,800 a year. 


Among Nebraska's 49 senators, how many face a con- 


flict of interest in discharging their legislative duties? 
Depending on how tightly you choose to define that term, 
the answer could be all 49. 


After all, each senator is also a taxpayer and each is 


directly affected in his billfold or her purse by the tax and 
spending decisions of the Unicameral. 


What the new law is more concerned with is a direct 


financial benefit which is "distinguishable from the 
benefits to the public or a broad segment of the public." 


In such cases, senators would be required to prepare 


for the new commission a written statement describing the 
potential conflict, but they would still be free to vote on the 
issue if they wished. 


Can conscience and duty balance? 


"I don't think a senator should disqualify himself from 


voting unless that vote would individually enrich him 
beyond its effect on the general public. It's a matter of con- 
science.1' 


Omaha attorney Peter Hoagland, who was the key 


figure in drafting a proposed sunshine initiative for Com- 
mon Cause which led to adoption of the Legislature's own 
proposal last year, said he thinks a senator "clearly should 
be called upon to disqualify himself from voting if the con- 
flict is direct or file a statement indicating why he did not 
do so." 


Senators probably should not be forced to step aside, 


thus disfranchising their constituents from a represen- 
tative vote,on an issue, he said. 


Joseph Johnson of Anselmo, the assistant coordinator 


of Common Cause, said some "potential situations" have 
arisen because of senator's business interests. 


He declined to state specific instances of possible 


abuse because "We don't work on the basis of rumors." 
But, he added, "sometimes certain situations develop in 
the Legislature and it makes you wonder why they 
developed that way." 


Both Luedtke and Hoagland said they are comfortable 


with the decision not to require disclosure of specific dollar 
amounts of wealth or income. 


"We need to balance the right to privacy against the 


legitimate public interest." Hoagland said. "The crucial 
information is the source of income. That's the important 
thing to know." 


Luedtke said be believes the public official should 


simply be required to "disclose his specific areas of in- 
terest and then be prepared to account for what he does."

either current law or the new sunshine act:

2 escapees cornered 


Bfushy Mountain, Tenn. (AP) — 


Authorities sealed off a 500-square-yard area 
Sunday night where they believed two es- 
caped inmates, answering the descriptions of 
James Earl Ray and a companion, were 
trapped. 


The area is about five miles due north of 


Brushy Mountain State Prison where Ray, 
convicted murderer of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr.. and six companions escaped Friday 
night using a makeshift ladder. 


Earlier, a former cellmate of Ray's was 


arrested by state troopers 


Warden Stoney Lane said Earl Hill Jr, 


34, was captured not far from where all three 
men were spotted, in a valley of the New 
River. 


Hill, a convicted murderer, was along 


when captured, but the other two appeared to 
be separated by several hundred yards in the 
same area and trying to escape, Lane said. 


"These three have been just sort of drif- 


ting along, like a rabbit in front of the dogs," 
the warden said. 


The third convict was tentatively iden- 


tified as Douglas Shelton. 32, serving Ml years 
for murder. He and the other man, believed 
to be Ray, were inside an area of perhaps 500 
square yards. Lane said 


Police with dogs were closing in, Lane 


said, and "I would say the chances for cap- 
turing Ray tonight are excellent." 


Earlier, authorities expanded the search 


for Ray to a 25-mile radius of the prison in 
snake-infested mountainous terrain — an 
area of about 2,000 square miles. The com- 
munities of Wartburg, Oliver Springs and 
Caryville were in the search area. 


In Caryville, about 20 miles northeast of the 


prison, police said a car was stolen from a 
parking lot and a man's plaid shirt, a pair of 
pants and $300 were stolen from another car 
Sunday They refused to speculate whether 
there was any connection between the theft 
and the breakout by Ray and six other in- 
mates Friday night. 


"The interesting thing is they only stole 


clothing from the car and they left behind 
many dollars worth of camera equipment and 
jewelry," said Anderson County Sheriff's 
Deputy J.D. Mathis. 


The escaped men were wearing denim 


jeans and workshirts when they fled, accor- 
ding to prison guards 


One of the seven escapees was shot and 


wounded and taken back into custody im- 
mediately after the breakout, and another 
was apprehended on Saturday. The reputed 
mastermind of the escape, convict Larry E 
Hacker, was captured early Sunday 


Warden Stoney Lane said the three have 


been placed in isolation and will receive an 
administrative hearing and be charged with 
escape. 


On Sunday, Gov. Ray Blanton and Maj 


Gen. Carl Wallace, adjutant general of the 
Tennessee National Guard, flew to the 
prison, where officials were growing more 
pessimstic about the likelihood of capture. 


Blanton announced he had ordered about 


150 guardsmen with helicopters into the 
search. He said it is possible that Ray has 
managed to get out of the Cumberland Moun- 
tains around the prison but that he is con- 
vinced Ray is still in the area and will be 
found. 


Officials said later that 150 guardmen 


assigned to a military police unit in West 
Tennessee will travel by convoy m about 50 
vehicles, including 40 Jeep-type trucks, early 
Monday, arriving here sometime Monday 
afternoon. The MPs will be commanded by 
Maj Gen William Kinton, who as a civilian 
is district attorney at Trenton! Tenn. 


They will be joined by about 50 officers, 


troops from the National Guard headquarters 
in iVashville and aircraft mechanics 


Long before they arrive, 16 helicopters 


are expected to arrive from Smyrna, near 
Nashville. The choppers, which will augment 
five already here, will include 12 LOH6 light 
observation models, and four UH1 Hue\s 


These will include one command unit, 


with a medical evacuation helicopter and one 
carrying mechanics for the other craft 


Lane chose six to nine prison guards for 


what he called "a special force raised in the 
mountains" to search the backwoods areas 
with bloodhounds for Ray and the three other 
convicts still at large 


"What we've been doing is covering the 


hollers, access roads, creeks and railroads 
and this type thing," Lane said "What I'm 
going to do with these six men is put them in 
[he back country 


With the special force and the National 


Guard 
the number of official trackers 


climbed to about 350 Lane said he could not 
estimate the number of volunteer trackers 
"I don't know how many," he said. ' I saw 
plenty last night " 


Severe thunderstorms knocked out 


telephone communications in the Brushy 
Mountain area and grounded helicopters Sun- 
day afternoon, but Lane said the ram helped 
the bloodhounds. 
"\ dog runs a belter track when, wet." he 


said 


Another official said he was told by experts 


that ram clears away dust in the air that 
blunts the dogs' sense of smell. 


Lane said one of the four men at large. 


Donald Ray Caylor, apparently was 
separated from the others Cavlor. he said, 
was running wild over the country while Ray 
and two others were ' moving slowly and 
very deliberately."

Father Don Doll spent nine months living with the Brule Sioux 


in 1974, through photography documenting lives of Indians in 
Spring Creek, a community on the Rosebud reservation

Dead from disease Or, the victims of living in an 


environment of "implied violence. 


"The people are so close to death and suffering," Father Doll 


said.

Father Doll's photographs are now part of an exhibition that 


opened Sundav at Sheldon Art Gallery. 


The exhibition. "Crying for a Vision A Rosebud Sioux Trilogy 


(1886-1976)." documents about 100 years of cultural change on the 
reservation. 


The 120 photographs also include the work of John A Ander- 


son. photographs vvhjch were shot at the turn of the century and 
reprinted from his original glass negatives, and of Father Eugene 
Buechel, whose photographs document the Rosebud Sioux from the 
1920s through the 1940s 


Father Doll and Jim Alinder, professor of photography at the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln, were curators and editors of the 
project, the Mid-America Arts Alliance is circulating the show 
through a five-state region. 


Father Doll, now 39, first lived on the Rosebud reservation in 


1963. 


When Father Doll returned about 10 years later, he said he was 


accepted back into the Indian community. 


Fr. Doll said that, through his photographs, he wanted to con- 


vey two themes: the Indian's relationship to the land and the 
humanity of the Indian people. 


The portraits, he said, were taken inside. 
"I wanted to show people relegated to the world indoors, to 


these little shacks," he said.

Progress mixed in cleaning up Salt waterways

Progress in cleaning up the polluted Salt 


Creek waterways appears to have been 
mixed during the last year. 


Although some industries are taking 


steps to great their sewage and Lincoln 
builders now have to follow stricter sewage 
treatment requirements, pollution still con- 
tinues. Erosion from farmland continues to 
be a major problem 


The report was released by the state 


Natural Resources Commission, the report 
compared how industries, businesses, 
government and others have progressed since 
1973 in cleaning up sewage pollution. 


A comprehensive study four years ago 


found that raw sewage, industrial wastes anff 
feedlot runoff into waterways has turned Salt 
Creek into one of Nebraska's dirtiest 
streams. 


A 1975 Department of Environmental 


Control report said high levels of dissolved 
solids, nitrates, phosphates and fecal 
bacteria from municipal runoff and sewage 
account for much of the creek's poor water 
quality. 


And. the report said, the situation isn t 


likely to improve enough to meet the nation's 
clean water deadline in 1985. 


The Natural Resources Commission 


progress report noted that Lincoln is building 
a major sewage treatment plant near Stevens 
Creek's confluence with the Salt. A number of 
towns, such as Hickman and Schuyler. have 
received grants to expand their waste water 
treatment plants. 


Also on the positive side, Lincoln's new 


land subdivision ordinance now requires that 
wastewater treatment plants serving nexv 
subdivision be operated by the city. A 
homeowners' association foots the bill. 


Industries with their own treatment 


plants which discharge wastes into creeks 
and nvers now must have a permit and meet 
stringent requirements, the commission said. 


Some of the industries which have 


polluted the Salt Creek ba^in in the past in- 
clude. 


— Hy-Gain Electronics., which is com- 


pleting construction of a mechanical sewage 
treatment plant 


- Roberts Dairy, which during 1976 


received a permit to dump untreated salty 
cooling water into streams. The permit was 
granted after it was determined that the dis- 


charge, although of comparatively poor 
quality, .was of higher quality than the dis- 
charge's receiving water. 


— University of Nebraska's City Campus 


and East Campus power plants, whose lime 
sludge discharges have been of previous con- 
cern to the commission The power plants 
now combine the sludge with other materials 
and the mixture is considered to be "satisfac- 
torily diluted" before reaching Salt Creek 


the commission noted that the Pine Lake 


Development southeast of Lincoln has not im- 
proved its'wastewater treatment facilities. 
Two additions have been proposed along with 
a new mechanical treatment plant. In 1974. 
Pine Lake developers were refused city and 
county permission to expand until they im- 
proved treatment of wastewater. 


Other sources identified as pollutants in 


the 1973 study and a report on how they are 
progressing include. 


— Villa Del Ray. a housing development 


southeast of Lincoln, continues to treat its 
wastewater with a mechanical package 
plant. That discharge into Stevens Creek is 
scheduled to be disinfected starting in July 


— The State Fairgrounds is continuing to 


work-on its barn wash problem, in which ions 


of waste had been dumped into waterways 
without proper treatment 


— The Men's Reformatory in Lincoln 


still discharges sanitary waste, after some 
treatment, into a tributary of Middle Creek. 
Plans call for the reformatory to be con- 
nected to Lincoln's system sometime in the 
future. No date was given 


— Pioneer Trailer Court east of Lincoln 


is dumping treated wastewater into Stevens 
("reek The commission claims the trealment 
i^ not adequate 


— The

headquarters building on Interstate ISO is 
dumping wastewaler inlo a drainage ditch 
that runs through adjacent Interstate Park 
Since the discharge could represent a hazard

Ray, pals have 
escape records 


Brushy Mountain, Tenn. (AP) — The five men who went over 


the back wall at Brushy Mountain State Prison with James Earl 
Ray all had been convicted of crimes of violence and carried 
prior escape records. 


Hay, who was serving 99 years for the 1968 slaying of civil 


rights leader Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., had repeatedly tried 
to escape from the forbidding mountainside prison and from the 
main state penitentiary in Nashville where he spent 2'/2 years. 
It was while Ray was an escapee from a Missouri prison that 
King was slain. 


A seventh member of the escape band. Jerry Ray Ward. 35. 


Wichita, Kan., was serving a 20-to-40-year sentence for the 1971 
robbery of a Nashville bank. His first escape attempt ended 
when a guard shot him in the leg as he scaled the wall with Ray. 


The other men had all experienced sometimes brief periods of 


freedom since being sent to prison for crimes that ranged from 
armed robbery and safecracking to murder and rape. 


By Sunday, authorities had recaptured two of the men — 


David Lee Powell and Larry E. Hacker. Still at large, besides 
Ray. were Earl Hill Jr., Donald Ray Caylor and Douglas Swane 
Shelton. 


Powell. 27, Chicago, the first to be recaptured Saturday and 


the only black among them, was serving 100 years for the 
slaying of a Memphis theater cashier in 1972. 


He was sent to prison in 1973 and escaped over an eight-foot 


wall at the main penitentiary in Nashville two years later. He 
was recaptured three days later in an East Nashville grocery. 


Hacker, 32. Hamilton, Ohio, was serving 28 years for armed 


robbery and safecracking. Police in his home town remember 
him as a regular customer "who left town because we didn't 
have enough banks for him to rob." A 25-year sentence for bank 
robbery awaits him in Stuth Carolina upon his release from 
prison in Tennessee. 


Hacker, who was recaptured early Sunday, escaped from the 


prison in Nashville last November and was caught two months 
ago in Virginia Beach. Va. 


Hill. 34. Erwin, Tenn., was convicted in 1969 of the murder of 


a vacationing Washington, D.C., policeman and the rapeTof the 
officer's wife. Hill and two other minimum-security trusties 
walked away from the main prison in Nashville in 1974. Police 
recaptured him a week later in a Nashville apartment. 


Caylor. 24. Knoxville, serving 51 years for assault with intent 


to murder and armed robbery, was one of 12 inmates who com- 
mandeered a prison bus in 1974 while working on a prison farm.

Soviet anthem's lyrics 
erase Stalin reference 


Moscow (UPI) — The Soviet Union 


published a new lyric for its national anthem 
Sunday 
eliminating the reference to dis- 


credited dictator Josef Stalin that prevented 
patriotic Communists from singing the words 
in public for the last 20 years 


The song still known only as the Hymn of 


the Union of the Soviet Socialist Republics ac- 
cords Vladimir Lenm all of the praise formerly 
bestowed on Stalin 


The lyrics also have been changed to tone 


down one stanza that brimmed with the 
bellicose wartime rhetoric popular when the 
hymn first appeared in 1943 


The martial musical 
accompaniment, 


written by A V Alexandrov does not appear to 
have been changed although the score now 
calls for the rendition to be given ' warmly" 
rather than broadly " 


The new lyrics are altirebuted to the 


writers Sergi Mikhalkov and El-Registan the 
original authors although El-Registan died 
shortly after World War II 


The major change occurs in the third stan- 


za where the earlier version lionized the late 
dictator 


'The sun of freedom shone to us through 


thunderstorms 


"And great Lenin lighted oip the road 
' We were brought up by Stalin 
' For truthfulness of the people in labor 


and deeds he inspired us 


In the new version published Sunday the 


third line of the stanza is changed to read ' he 
raised the people for ajust purpose ' effective- 
ly removing Stalin from the entire song 


Singing of the anthem was proscribed 


during the Soviets de Stalmization period 
following the dictator's death in J953 when his 
name was stripped from signposts and boo1 s 


The Soviets continued to plav the music on 


state occasions 
often accompanied by 


deafening blasts of artillery and brass 
flourishes It has been so long since the words 
have been mentioned in public however that 
most Soviets could not get past the first line — 
"unbreakable union of republics free 


The updating coincided with the revision of 


another Stalin artifact — the 1936 constitution 


Soviet newspapers said the new anthem 


had been presented last month by party 
idrologists Mikhail Suslov at a meeting of the 
presidium of the Supreme Soviet It was ap- 
proved and will be played in public Sept 1

Washington — Andrew Young is accurate when he says 


that President Carter has never chastised him for his im- 
politic public utterances, but sources who should know say 
that White House Press Secretary Jody Powell has "offered 
to help" Young learn how to deal with the press and to an- 
ticipate how the things he says are going to look in the 
newspapers the next day. And that is the kind of "offer' 
Young can hardly turn down, considering the source and his 
own record of winning the free-fall championship for 
diplomats leaping -into space. 


As John F. Kennedy discovered in 1960, Jimmy Carter is 


finding that Democrats who win the presidency by a narrow 
margin are quickly importuned by a wide variety of blocs 
who claim to have put him over the top. Ever since the elec- 
tion, for example, blacks have been arguing that Carter 
could not have won critical electoral votes in the South and 
such closely contested northern states as Ohio without their 
votes Organized labor makes the same claim for such prizes 
as Ohio and Pennsylvania. And last week the Southwest 
Voter Registration Education Project produced a study that 
showed Carter won 81% of the Latino vote last November, 
enough to make the difference in two big states Carter 
carried, Texas and — you guessed it — Ohio. 


SVREP was more modest in its claims than other blocs, 


however, pointing out that Latino voting was far below the 
national average and that Carter would have carried Califor- 
nia if Mexican-American voters there had turned out in 
numbers matching the electorate as a whole.

The bear and the bee 


New York — The Soviet Union, reac- 


ting like a bear to a bee sting, has taken 
another clumsy snipe at one "James 
Carter" who has now been accused by 
Tass of having "assumed the role of 
mentor to the USSR and other Socialist 
countries" on the issue of human 
rights. 


Protesting too much, as the Soviets 


seem to be doing on this touchy subject, 
usually means the protester is on the 
defensive Actually, save for his Notre 
Dame speech, Carter has not been 
saying much about human rights 
recently, he's been leaving it to other 
high-level voices in his administration 


Rosalynn Carter — indubitably a 


high-level voice — met and was 
photographed in Brazil with two young 
Americans who told her of being 
"treated like dogs" in that country's 
jails. This meeting no d o u b t 
dramatized the human rights message 
for President Ernesto Geisel, who had 
already been given by Mrs. Carter 
what she called "my whole thing" on 
human rights. 


This followed a pledge by Secretary 


of State Cyrus Vance to a congressional 
committee that "the United States will 
not back down with respect to its posi- 
tion on human rights." He said the ad- 


ministration would pursue full 
im- 


plementation of all the human rights 
provisions of the Helsinki accords. 


In New York, Robert Strauss, the 


President's special trade represen- 
tative, said the administration's human 
rights policy and higher priority than 
expanding American trade. And at the 
Naval Academy commencement exer- 
cises, Vice President Mondale said the 
administration would not heed the ad- 
vice of critics who demanded that the 
United States, in dealing with other 
nations, "put democratic ideals and 
beliefs on the shelf " 


Mondale added what has always been 


integral to the Carter human rights 
policy. "We're not seeking to throw 
down a gauntlet before any nation." he 
said "Nor do we have any illusions 
that regimes which rule by force and 
terror will change overnight." 


That's what makes the frequent 


Soviet protests seem so overheated. No 
gauntlet has been thrown down, to 
them or anyone else. The Carter ad- 
ministration has asserted a principle; 
it has demanded no particular action. 
The Soviets themselves assert 
numerous principles not palatable to 
most Americans, and implicitly — 
sometimes explicitly — critical or

democracy, capitalism and the United 
States specifically. Even on what they 
call human rights issues — say, in the 
case of Angela Davis — the Soviet 
Union frequently criticized the United 
States long before anyone outside of 
Georgia ever heard of James Carter. 


As for any so-called interference in 


the internal affairs of another country, 
a case could be made that the Soviets 
have no right whatever to demand of an 
American president that he remain 
silent on any subject. The men in the 
Kremlin know that and obviously are 
trying to bluff Carter out of his position 
— even by labelling him an enemy of 
detente, which they suggest can hardly 
survive his human rights statements. 


But detente is based on the hard in- 


terests of both sides. Even though the 
Soviets are notably paranoid about in- 
ternal security and political dissidence, 
they nevertheless have to balance this 
concern against their tangible interests 
in arms control, trade, and other vital 
matters. 


The question is not so much whether 


detente is truly endangered as whether 
Carter's human rights position gains 
anything. There would be no point in 


annoying the Soviets — not to mention 
some of our own allies — for nothing, or 
in damaging real American interests 
for merely rhetorical satisfaction. 


Well, the administration has shown, 


for one thing, that its repeated asser- 
tions of the principle of human rights 
can focus the attention of the world on 
that subject — in itself, no small gain 
after decades of hushed silence. After 
the catastrophic damage done by the 
Vietnam War to the once flourishing 
idea of the United States as a bastion of 
democracy and humanity, the nation 
can once again be seen standing for 
something other than military might. 


The human rights principle also 


provides an additional yardstick to app- 
ly to certain complex decisions — 
whether and where to sell arms, for in- 
stance, or to make trade concessions, 
or to provide financial assistance. 
That's not throwing down the gauntlet 
to anyone; it's part of standing for a 
principle. 


Finally, the more Carter talks about 


human rights abroad, the more he and 
other Americans are going to have to 
think about human rights at home. 
Domestic hypocrisy, in fact, is a 
deadlier enemy of Carter's policy than 
any amount of Soviet huffing and puf- 
fing.

tripling in 1975, many physicians 
wondered if the increases could ever be 
contained Some insurance companies 
threatened to end coverage if their 
higher premium requests were not ap- 
proved. Doctors in Texas. Florida, New 
York and California went on scattered 
strikes in protest. 


Now. 
two years later, the situation 


seems to have abated — if only 
somewhat.

While malpractice insurance costs 


may be slowing.»premiums for some 
physicians already have reached the 
five-figure range. Orthopedists in New- 
York and California, for example, pay 
up to S20.000 a year for coverage. "The 
insurance premiums for a single year 
are, in some cases, more than the doc- 
tor could hope to earn in his first year 
ol practice," The American Surgical 
Association stated recently. 


For a good many physicians, the cost 


hjs been too great Many have chosen 
to retire early or move to states with 


lower premium rates. A few others 
have offered their services to the 
military, the Veterans Administration 
or Public Health Service on the theory 
that the government will protect them 
from malpractice suits. 


Some of the braver ones have chosen 


to -go bare" — that is, to work with no 
malpractice protection, at all. 


Physicians who "go bare" ordinarily 


transfer their assets to someone else, 
usually their spouse, for protection in 
case of suit. Some also establish trust 
funds for their children or set up trusts 
in foreign countries. But this can be 


tricky since, if a transfer is mis- 
handled, a physician could be accused 
of fraud. 


In some cases, doctors are going on 


the attack by filing countersuits 
against those who have sued them. The 
movement gained strength last June 
when Dr Leonard Berlin, an Illinois 
radiologist, was awarded $8.000 in 
damages in a countersuit filed against 
a former patient who had named him in 
a S250.000 suit the year before. Berlin 
charged the suit had been brought 
"without reasonable cause." The 
countersuit is currently being 
appealed.

Americans want to reform 
the food stamp program 


By Louis Harris 


The American people are strongly critical 


of the way the Federal food stamp program 
has worked out, but they want to reform it, not 
abolish it. 


The public supports the general assump- 


tions behind the program More than 9 out of 10 
feel that in "a nation as rich in food as we are, 
no Amenpan should go hungry " A 61-29% 
majority rejects the notion that "people just 
have to learn that if they can't provide for 
themselves, they won't eat " 


But by 65-22% the public gives the present 


plan low marks, and their criticisms are 
specific and widely held 


—By 81-10%, a majority feels that "too 


many students and other people find ways to 
qualify for food stamps and make the program 
a npoff of the government " There are clear 
signs that people want a much more careful 
screening of those who apply for food stamps 


to see if they meet the eligibility requirements 


—A 64-10'o majority also agrees that 


"things nave reached a state where there is an 
underground blackmarket among young people 
on food stamps, and that s bad " There have 
been a number of reports that food stamps 
have been used as currency to pay off debts,

purchase other products and pay rents — all of 
which is specifically outside the purpose of the 
program. 


Despite these criticisms, a 73-17% majori- 


ty believes that "under the food program, peo- 
ple don't get free food, but have to pay at least 
part of their grocery bill, so it isn't just a 
giveaway " 


Furthermore, this survey of 1,540 adults 


shows that although Americans are dis- 
satisfied with the food-stamp program, they 
are willing to support other proposals that 
would accomplish the basic job 


One of these is embodied in legislation 


proposed by Sens Robert Dole and George 
McGovern 
The substance of the Dole- 


McGovern position is that "only those reallv in 
need should get food stamps, but then the 
stamps should pay for 100 per cent of the food 
purchased '' By 58-22' < the public agrees w ith 
this They see it as a way of screening out those 
who have taken unfair advantage of the food 
stamp program, while making life somewhat 
easier for those who are at the bottom of the 
economic ladder

It was hardly even a first step," 
said Moscone. 


He was among five mayors inter- 


viewed on NBC's "Meet the Press" 
during the U.S. Conference of Mayors' 
annual meeting here.

Moscone's criticism of the energy 


program was the most pointed in the 
mayors' discussion of the Carter's per- 
formance. For the most part the live 
mayors - three Democrats and two 
Republicans - praised the President's 
actions in his first months in office. 


All five, however, voiced a concern 


expressed several times previously by 
the mayors' conference that Carter's 
goal of a balanced federal budget by 
1981 
is unacceptable if it means 


sacrificing pet city projects like 
national health insurance and welfare 
reform. 


Newark Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson, 


the conference president, said that 
health insurance was a "top priority" 
and that the balanced budget goal 
might have to be "put aside."

Neighborhood rallies for park

Lincoln's newest neighborhood group, 


the Salt Valley View Neighborhood 
Association, is 129 members strong 
following a weekend rally near land the 
group hopes will become a park. 


The land, 12 acres near School House 


Lane and Wyman Ave., is presently 
owned by the Lincoln Public Schools. 
The site originally was to be used for a 
Saturday afternoon rally that promised 
fun and games for the neighborhood 
residents. Last minute plans, however, 
switched the festivities to a median on 
an adjacent street. 


"The lot (the 12 acres) wasn't mowed 


in time for us to use it," Pam Hoffman, a 
group representative, said. "There's 
noxious weeds three feet tall out there, 
so we got a city permit to close the street 
instead," she added. 


At a brief business meeting, the group 


elected a nine-member board of direc- 
tors and recruited 129 new members 
from among some 140 who attended the 
rally. 


The fact that the lot wasn't mowed is 


indicative of the neighborhood's 
problems, Mrs. Hoffman said. 


"We just haven't been heard in the 


past, so we decided it's high time to 
organize," she added. 


The neighborhood's first action will be 


directed at securing some type of park. 
Neighborhood association president Tom 
Engstrom and vice-president 
Gary 


Petersen will meet with the Lincoln 
school board Tuesday morning to en- 
courage the sale of about four of the 12 
acres to the city for the park. 


They also will urge the board to keep 


the remainder of the land and not sell it 
to a private developer. School officials 
indicated earlier this year they'd like to 
sell all the land to the city, but would 
probably retain the remainder if 
necessary. 


The school district purchased the land 


in 1964 for $24,000. Salt Valley View near 
Hwy. 77 and Old Cheney Rd. was just 
developing at the time, the brainchild of 
developers who purchased the old 
Skyline Farms. It originally was seen as 
a prime school site, but recently was 
declared surplus. 
'.Construction of Ruth Hill Elementary 
in'the more heavily populated Southwood 
area, across Highway 77 to the east of 
Salt Valley View, provided a place for 
the Salt Valley youngsters. That fact, 
coupled with declining school population 
in the rest of the city, alleviated the need 
for a school in the neighborhood. 


For nearly a year, neighborhood 


residents have been lobbying the school 
board for permission to use the land for 
recreation. The board has declined 
because of insurance problems. 


The neighborhood group thinks a park 


is necessary, since children don't have a 
park within walking or cycling distance. 
"The closest park is Wilderness Park, 
and that isn't really the kind of facility 
we need," Mrs. Hoffman said. 


Van Dorn Park at 10th and Van Dorn is 


the closest playground. Irvingdale Park 
at 17th and Van Dorn has the closest 
swimming pool. The group eventually 
would like to see both park and pool in 
their neighborhood. 


As for other problems, a lack of trees 


is high on the list. Mrs. Hoffman said she 
and her husband bought a tree for the 
median in front of their home this spring 
and planted it "so we'd have something 
decent to look at." 


Trees, and at least five parks, two 


large and three small, were discussed in 
1964 during the development's planning 
stages. Just what happened to that idea 
is a good question. "I guess nobody ever 
heard us complaining," Mrs. Hoffman 
added. 


Also on the list: the Old Cheney by- 


pass, a bridge on Old Cheney Rd., 
railroad relocation, upkeep of the area 
entrance and the possibility of more 
apartments being constructed. Some of 
the neighbors already feel the number of 
apartments exceeds available parking 
space. 


Those concerns will be voiced at next 


Saturday's board of directors meeting. 
But for now, the focus is on the park. 


Newly-elected board members include 


Marie Haney, Ella Carson, Jerry Hood, 
Larry Jurgens, Pam Hoffman, Larry 
Walker, C. R. Bergith, Craig Anderson 
and Bob Pratt. 


Officers are Engstrom; Petersen; Jan 


Kropatsch, secretary; and Delfs Linder, 
treasurer. 


Kreps optimistic on consumer agency 


Washington (AP) — Secretary of 


Commerce Juanita Kreps said Sunday she 
thinks President Carter's consumer 
protection agency bill still may be passed 
by Congress. 


"The administration is very much con- 


cerned to get a good consumer protection 
agency," she said, adding that business 
opposition is "still possible to compromise 
on." 


She was interviewed on CBS's "Face the 


Nation." 


She said she hopes a "constructive mid- 


dle ground" can be reached within a few 
weeks on business opposition to the con- 
sumer agency. 


The administration is "working very 


hard" on a compromise, she said. She did 
not spell out points of possible coin- 
promise, other than to note that the ad- 
ministration was sensitive to business con- 
cerns that a consumer protection agency 
would be a "superagency" that would add 
"one more level of control." 


"Actually, it's a very small one," she 


said about the proposed $10 million-a-yuar 
agency 


Chances for the bill's passage appear 


uncertain in Congress. 


Senate Majority Leader Robert C Byrd, 


said last week that the Senate would not- 
act on the bill until it cleared the House,' 
while House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill. 
said House backers of the proposal were

Space probes riding on Jupiter 


Pasadena. Calif. < AP) — It may be im- 


possible to maintain America's capabili- 
ty to send unmanned explorer spacecraft 
to distant planets unless Congress 
restores funds for a planned Jupiter mis- 
sion, space agency officials say. 


The recent cutoff of money to begin the 


project — the Jupiter Orbiter Probe 
(JOP) — is viewed by some NASA scien- 
tists as raising a fundamental question: 
Does the nation want to continue 
scouting other planets, as the Viking 
spacecraft did most recently at Mars, or 
abandon the entire effort? 


Dr. Bruce Murray, director of Jet 


Propulsion Laboratory, the institution 
here that plans and runs unmanned 
planetary missions for NASA, said that 
without new exploration programs such 
as JOP, the highly skilled scientists and 
engineers required to make those mis- 
sions successful will have to turn to other 


work. 


"It's true you can buy back in later 


on," he said, "but it's very expensive. 
The fact that you have the capability to 
send spacecraft to the outer solar system 
and keep them alive for several years is 
a spinoff from the Apollo program," he 
said, referring to the massive national 
commitment that sent men to the moon. 


"And if we lose that capability it's 


going to take another Apollo to re-start 
it." 


Two upcoming planetary missions, 


already planned and paid for, will be the 
last unless new projects are funded. 
They are a flyby of Jupiter and Saturn 
due for launch this fall and a Venus probe 
to be launched next year. 


Last month a subcommittee of the 


House Appropriations Committee un- 
expectedly axed funds to begin the 
Jupiter Orbiter Probe. 


Next week a Senate Appropriations 


subcommittee takes up the NASA budget 
and could restore money for the JOP 
program. If it does, a conference com- 
mittee action involving both houses 
could keep JOP alive. 


At an eventual total cost of about $270 


million, the program called for a 1982 
launch of a two-part unmanned craft. 
After reaching Jupiter, the giant of the 
solar system, in 1984, the probe section 
of the craft would plunge into the dense, 
turbulent atmosphere of the planet, sen- 
ding back data until it died from the 
crushing pressure. 


The orbiter section would circle for 20 


months or more around the planet, 
drawing near for 11 close encounters and 
making 11 close passes by the largest of 
Jupiter's 12 moons.

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Ask before investing!

"Your Own Business, Earn $45,000 Per 


Year." 


"Guaranteed Income." 
"No Selling, No Experience Necessary." 
These are only a few of the heads you may 


read in business opportunity advertisements. And 
they rruy be danger signals for the consumer. 


II an ad stresses "no selling, no experience," 


this is bad news for the consumer, according to 
Jerry Fennel), head of the consumer protection 
division ol the Nebraska attorney general's office. 


And another serious sign of improper activity 


is when a certified check is requested in order to 
enter into a contract for one of these "great op- 
portunities" which guarantee that the consumer 
will recoup the investment within two or three 
months. 


Most ol those investments fall in the area of 


55,000. according to Fennell, who emphasizes that 
large amounts to be paid by certified check and 
contracts which must be made in haste in order to 
avail the consumer of the "super deal" are "red 
Hags." 


"No news is not good news," in this area, 


Fennell says, pointing out that even checks with 
the Consumer Protection office or the Better 
Business Bureau may not give an immediate 
answer on a company which is new and may not 
have established a record. 


For this reason, a consumer should take at 


least 14 days to make a decision on entering into 
such a contract, he said. 


If the promoter of the plan presents the pitch 


that this opportunity must be taken immediately 
or tries to rush the consumer in any way, this is a 
danger sign, according to Fennell. 


Any reputable promoter desiring to enter into 


a contract with an individual will give the con- 
sumer time and be patient until he makes his deci- 
Mon. 


Numerous complaints have been filed with 


the Consumer Protection Division and two suits 
have been tiled in Lancaster District Court by At- 


torney General Paul Douglas seeking injunctive 
relief against the practices of some of these 
business opportunity promoters. 


In one case, filed against Chas Industries, the 


state alleges that the Columbia, Mo., based firm 
induced persons to purchase tire sealant dis- 
tributorships. 


Misrepresentations allegedly made to con- 


sumers included that distributorships would be 
exclusive within a 50-mile area, that they would 
be distributing a "revolutionary new product," 
that the distributors would not have to do any 
selling but merely distribute the product and that 
the initial investment would be recouped within 
two to three months. 


In another petition filed by the attorney' 


general against Candy Merchandising, also known 
as Candy Tree Inc., it is alleged that the defen- 
dants represented to consumers that they would 
net between $25,000 and $50,000 profit the first 
year they distributed the products. 


However, the petition contends no one had 


more than $250 gross earnings in any month, while 
invested amounts ranged from $6,500 to $13,000. 


Various complaints on file at the consumer 


protection division involved distributorships for 
lilm handling, chinchillas, oil paintings, map 
ven- 


ding machines, spray painting techniques, and 
many other items. 


the promoter for film processing dis- 


tributorships claimed that his 17-year-old 
daughter made $17,000 the first year, and that the 
company allegedly was continuing to operate 
alter a cease and desist agreement with the 
Federal Trade Commission. 


In many of the complaints the consumers con- 


tended they were promised merchandise which 
they paid for and never received. 


For example, one Lincoln couple in response 


to a newspaper ad contacted a map company 
about the distributorship of maps through vending 
machines. A cashier's check for $4,040 was 
required and the couple received the maps but no 
vending machines to get them into the business. 


The consumer indicated that he and his wife 


felt the "business opportunity" was a good one 


because few service stations provide maps free of 
charge anymore and the promoter assured the 
couple they would be the first distributor for the 
Lincoln area. 


There was allegedly in the agreement a 


stipulation that if the merchandise were not 
delivered within 90 days the entire amount of the 
investment would be refunded. 


While the couple had anticipated a good in- 


come to supplement other retirement income, the 
wife was forced to obtain employment outside the 
home to help pay off the loan for the initial invest- 
ment. 


According to Fennell, another technique used 


by various business opportunity promoters and of 
which the public should be aware is the use of a 
well-known name as a means to attract 
customers. 


For example, he said, one firm used the 


Disney name — it sold books some of which had 
Disneyland characters. 


According to "The Consumers Tribune" 


published by the Consumer Affairs Foundation, a 
small minority of those in business through the 
promotion of unfair schemes, prey upon the public 
under the cloak of legitimate business. 


There are more than 800 schemes, the 


publication says, and the schemer relies for 
success upon universal human desires and takes 
advantage of the consumers" lack of knowledge 
and tries to prevent him from making an in- 
vestigation. 


"Before you invest — investigate," and 


"Read before you sign," are the slogans of the 
Better Business Bureaus presented in this 
publication. 


The BBB urged that before committing 


yourself to any doubtful proposition, you bear in 
mind the following: 


— What are the facts? Do they agree with the 


representations? 


— What are the promises or predictions? Are 


they reasonable? 


— What is the past record of the owner or 


representative? Is he worthy of confidence?

Green beans edible 
after sevin spraying 


Editor's Note: This column of questions and answers

(I. ?ily husband sprayed our green beans with a solution of 


n' ; sevin. The next day he noticed that some of the beans were 
ready to be picked and so he harvested them. Is there any harm 
in eating the green beans'.' (The label on the sevin didn't men- 
tion any waiting period between spraying and harvest for green 
beans, i Mrs. J. B.. Lincoln. 


A. The label is corret. There is no waiting period on 


beans. However, it is advisable to wash them thoroughly. 


y. I would like to move my asparagus bed. How and when 


do I do it'.' Mrs. C.. Weeping Water 


A. It is recommended that you get new plants because an 


asparagus bed, because of the deep roots of plants, is difficult to 
move. But it moved, it should be done during the time the plant 
is dormant — in the early spring or late fall. 


Q. 1 have problems with worms getting on my garden 


carrots while they are still in the ground and making them hard. 
How can I get rid of the worms? Mrs. H. W.. Lincoln 


A. The only recommended control for carrot weevil is sevin 


staked down over the carrot plant two or three times while 
(lev? loping. It is best to apply the chemical at seven-day inter- 
vals — first when the top growth is about one inch, next when it 
reaches four to live inches and the last application when it is 
about a foot high. This will not give 100' ; control but will give 
you a higher percentage of good carrots. 


Q. How long can I harvest rhubarb? 
A. An established planting is usually not harvested past July 


!. This gives the foliage the rest of the summer to grow and 
build up the crowns for next year's growth. If you have a lot of 
; !,mts. you can extend the harvest through the summer by 
; :' king a few stalks from each of them. 


Q. There is one area in my yard where I had a lot of

Dangers of flammable liquids—especially gasoline—stressed 


One of the most commonly-used, much in 


demand products is probably also one of the 
most misused and dangerous. 


Gasoline, according to the U.S. Consumer 


Product Safety Commission, is involved in 
more than two-thirds of all flammable liquid 
accidents — much more frequently than 
lighter fluid, paint, varnish, shellac and 
thinners. 


Most Americans don't realize just how 


dangerous flammable liquids — particularly 
gasoline — are. They are not only highly flam- 
mable, when the vapors of a flammable liquid 
do ignite, they often do so with explosive force. 


And when explosions occur, the results are 


grim. Many victimes receive face and eye in- 
juries. Statistics show that approximately 70% 
of those who receive treatment for flammable 


liquid injuries must be admitted to the hospital 
for extensive, painful treatment. 


Perhaps one of the most hazardous prac- 


tices is carrying gasoline in the trunk of a car. 


With gasoline stored in the trunk of your 


car, a rear-end collision can be disastrous. 
Many fatalities result from such explosions; 
and if the car occupants are fortunate enough 
to survive, the recovery may be long and pain- 
ful leaving permanent scars from the accident. 


Listed below are some suggestions for 


using flammable liquids to avoid tragedy: 


— Never use a flammable liquid around 


any flame source. Be particularly aware of 
often-forgotten sources such as cigarettes, 
matches and pilot lights of gas furnaces, stoves 
and heaters. 


— Keep flammable liquids — like other 


hazardous products — locked up when not in 
use. Always keep them out of the reach of 
children. 


— Store flammable liquids in a well- 


ventilated area, away from any flame source. 
Fuels such as gasoline should be stored away 
from your living quarters, 


— Try to buy minimum quantities of these 


products. Flammable liquids should be stored 
only in tightly-capped, non-breakable con- 
tainers and the contents should be clearly 
labeled. Never store gasoline in glass con- 
tainers. Metal containers are best, but ap- 
proved plastic containers are also available. 
Be sure to keep them tightly capped, in any 
case. 


— Do not siphon gasoline by mouth! Use a 


hand-operated pump, if you must siphon gas. If 


gasoline, or any other flammable liquid, is ac- 
cidently swallowed, do not induce vomiting — 
just a small amount of gasoline in your lungs 
can be fatal. 


— Start charcoal fires only with fuels 


explicitly labeled as charcoal starters — not 
gasoline. Don't add fuel to the fire after it is 
started because the flames could travel up to 
the can and cause an explosion. 


— Do not fill the tanks of gasoline-powered 


equipment such as power mowers when the 
engines are running or while they are hot. 
Allow them to cool before refueling. 


— Always use flammable liquids in a well- 


ventilated area to prevent a concentration of 
their highly-flammable and often toxic vapors. •

About 2 million persons will use amended tax (1040) and sick pay (2440) forms. 


Taxpayers who were paid for the time 


lost from their jobs last year because of 
illness or injury may qualify for benefits 
due to a revision of the 1976 Tax Reform 
Act. 


President Carter has signed into law a 


revision which changes the effective 
date of the disability income exclusion 
rules to taxable years beginning with 1977 
instead of 1976. 


The revision came after the April 15 


deadline for filing 1976 returns. An es- 
timated two million persons may be en- 
titled to file an amended 1976 return 
(1040X) along with the revised Sick-Pay 
Exclusion Form 1440. 


As a result of the revision, the sick-pay 


exclusion rules effective prior to Jan. 1, 
1976, are applicable for the 1976 calendar 
year for calendar year taxpayers and the 
1976 fiscal year for fiscal year taxpayers 
whose taxable year began in 1976. 


According to Stan Johnson of the Local 


Internal Revenue Service, taxpayers 
who qualify for the benefits of the Sick- 
Pay Exclusion Act can obtain revised 
forms at the IRS office and may receive 
assistance there in filling them out for 
filing an amended 1040X return. 


He suggests that taxpayers bring with 


them a copy of the 1976 return which they 
have filed earlier this year and the dates 


they continued to receive pay when they 
were absent from work because of 
illness or injury. 


To qualify taxpayers must have con- 


tinued to receive their pay checks during 
the time they were off work with certain 
restrictions on the amounts received as 
well as the time off work. 


Basically, under provisions of the law, 


the individual out of work while sick 
could exclude for income tax purposes 
income up to $100 per week. 


The revised law applies only to the 1976 


tax year but taxpayers have until April 
15, 1980 to file an amended form for that 
year.

Most mistakes at the bridge 


table occur in situations where 
a player has a virtually 
automatic bid or play to make, 
which, owing to some strange 
convolution of thought, he fails 
to make. 


Here is an example from the 


match between Thailand and 
Venezuela during the 1967 world 
championship. It was Board No. 
1 of the 96-board match, and at 
the first table the Venezuela 
West player opened with one 
diamond. 


North doubled, of course, and 


South responded one heart. The 
Thai North had a good hand, all 
right, but could not guarantee 
game opposite 
a 
forced 


response. So he jumped to three 
hearts, showing an excellent 
hand and urging South to go on 
to four unless he had a useless 
hand. But South passed, failing 
to recognize that he had ample 
game-going values opposite 
partner's exceptionally strong 
bidding. Declarer easily made 
tei tricks. 


Granting that the South hand, 


by itself, would not usually 
cause one to stand up and cheer, 
itis nonetheless clear that South 
should have accepted the in- 
vitation to bid four hearts. He 
had five high-card points when 
he might have had none; he had 
five trumps when he might have 
had four; he had 5-4-2-2 
distribution when he might have 
had 4-3-3-3 or 4-4-3-2. 


All in all, South's proper rebid 


was four hearts, but he was 
obviously more impressed by 
what he saw than by what he 
heard.

The department s Economic Research Service said farm 


povertv statistics also look better because some poor farmers

the report said 


Lc onomists noted in the report that although the number of 


small farms has been declining steadily for years the small 
farm is still the most common agricultural enterprise " 


About two-thirds of the nation s farms, on the basis of 1974 


statistics were classed as "small" because they had annual 
farm product sales of less than $20 000 a year Operators had net 
farm iniomc averaging about $2,300, but also averaged $12,000 
from nonfarm jobs

Collecting plant materials is 


as old as the nation, perhaps 
older. Tobacco, potato, tomato 
and corn were brought to 
Europe by Columbus. Colonists 
brought grains and vegetables 
when they came to the new 
w o r l d 
U n f o r t u n a t e l y , 


sometimes they also brought 


insects and diseases that were 
In 1958 the National Seed 
Howard Hyland, who retired 


new to America. 


The lirst official attempt by 


the U S. government to collect 
plants began in 1819 when the 
secretary of the Treasury 
asked the U.S. consuls to send 
uselul plants to the United 
States 


From 1836 to 1962, the patent 


commissioner conducted plant 
introduction.

D e p a r t m e n t 
of 


Agriculture began in 1862, the 
plant collection was already 
large. In 1898, the seed and 
plant introduction section was 
established with $2,000, a 
modest appropriation by 
today's standards

Farmers have been feeding 


straw to cattle for years, but 
science mav have found a 
better way. However, it is a bit 
involved. 


Two mibrobiologists at 


Oregon State University have 
produced a product from straw 
that is brown and sort of 
molasses-like in flavor. 


They run the straw through a 


hammer mill, then give it a 
shot of weak sulfunc acid solu- 
tion, cook "it half an hour in a 
pressure cooker with 15 pounds 
of steam and then tumble it for 
35 hours in a fermentation vat 
that mixes it with air. Presto, 
you have a better, more 
digestible feed. 


It has worked with grasses 


such as rice, rye grass, wheat, 
oats and barley. 


They plan to build a pilot 


plant and run some cattle 
feeding tests, but there is 
every reason to expect to see 
the process provide a whole 
new method of feeding cattle 
without increasing the use of 
gram in the ration.

White needs an infusion of 


funds to build a better, larger 
storage facility at Beltsville, 
or at least to convert a building 
into additional refrigerated 
storage. He also could use 
more money and personnel. 


The job is a big one. It in- 


volves numbering the varieties 
as they come in and 
repackaging them as they 
leave the working collections. 


Seeds also are sent to 


growing sites where they are 
hand planted, harvested and 
repackaged. 


M a n y science writers 


expressed concern a few years 
ago about the narrow genetic 
base of corn varieties when the 
corn blight struck all corn 
carrying a certain gene. For a 
while funding increased for the 
seed laboratory and its ser- 
vice, but inflation is catching 
up with the increase again.

explosive materials roared through a 
half-block area in Chadron's business 
district Sunday, destroyed four 
businesses, including the rustic Broken 
Wheel Saloon built in the late 1800s. 


An estimated 60 persons, including 


more than 20 civilians assisting 
volunteer firemen, responded to battle 
the three-building blaze which 
authorities said broke out in the center of 
the two-story saloon building's ground 
floor. 


No injuries were reported, and 


authorities said damages could run as' 
high as $750.000. It was the largest fire in 
Chadron since an auto dealership burned 
down in 1965. 
, 


The fire began shortly after midnight 


and Was declared under control by 3 a.m. 
Sporadic flames and explosions spewed 
from the fire into the mid-morning 


hour*. 
. 


Deputy State Fife Marshal James 


Kuticka of Gering arrived to handle the 
investigation into the fire which 
authorities said could take several days 
to complete. 


Other businesses consumed by the fire 


were Jack and Joe's cafe, H and IjJ Auto 
Supply and Gene's Auto and Machine 
Shop located in the northwest corner of 
the auto supply building. 


Authorities said the flames churned 


through the saloon and its upper west 
wall caved in on the auto supply com- 
pany. The fire also burned through a door 
between the saloon and the cafe, giving 
the flames an easy way through. 


At the height of the fire, flames leaped 


15 to 20 feet above the saloon building. 
Expolosions fueling the blaze came from 
paint, oil and other flamables stored in 
the auto supply facility and machine 


shop. 


A fire was discovered by a passerby. 


Another bar next to the cafe sustained 
minor smoke damage. 


The walls to most of the buildings in- 


volved crumbled, including the 60-foot- 
wide front wall to the auto supply store. 
The buildings were brick except for the 
wooden front of the saloon, which was 
built in the 1890s and had been closed 
several months for remodeling. 


The auto supply store was rebuilt 


following a fire 30 years ago. 


Owners of the businesses involved es- 


timated $130,000 in merchandise and 
supplies burned up in the auto supply 
store, while $30,000 in contents was lost 
in the tavern. 


Loss of the contents in the cafe was es- 


timated at $25,000, while the owners of 
the machine shop were evaluating the 
damage there.

Wild World Series 


This year's College World Series could easily top most of 


the existing offensive records for the 28-year series at 
Omaha's Rosenblatt Stadium 


Through the first five games there were six home runs, 20 


doubles and seven triples, an average of 26 hite per game, and 
13 runs per game 
* 


Certainly one of the reasons is the lack of "super" 


pitching In past years the CWS has had such noted pitchers as 
Larry Gura of the Kansas City Royals, Craig Swan of the NY 
Mets, Burt Hooton of the LA Dodgers, Steve Rogers of Mon- 
treal and Floyd Bannister last year's top draft pick 


But Clemson coach Neil Wilhelm credits the offensive 


power to the aluminum bats, used in the Series the past two 
years 


"We've created a monster with these aluminum bats.'i 


said Wilhelm "There are kids hitting better than they would 
with wood bats and the pitcher has to work harder than ever 


"You can t use the pitchout or pitch-away anymore 


because the aluminum bats have about 30 per cent more hit- 
ting area than the wooden ones, and the sweet spot is about 20 
per cent larger in the aluminum bats," said Wilhelm 


"I can only think of one reason for using them 
budget 


They don't break," he said "But the way the ball comes off 
the aluminum bats is so much faster than the wooden bat and 
the fact a batter can hit a home run on a pitch at his fists 
makes baseball a different game altogether " 


' Sure, I m scared that somebody might get hurt because 


of the aluminum bats, but we have to use them because 
everybody else is using them," said Wilhelm 


"They don't allow the aluminum bats in the majors and 


1 d like to see them ban the use of aluminum bats in college 
ball to put the game and the hitting back into its proper 
perspective ' 


One figure that supports Wilhelm's claim is the team bat- 


ting averages of the eight CWS teams South Carolina had the 
lowest team batting average coming into the series with a 287 
mark Temple which was ousted from the series Saturday had 
an average of 360 and Arizona State had a 347 mark 


The debate of the so called "live ball" that the major 


leagues have been discussing lately doesn t appear to have any 
bearing on this year s series 


According to NCAA controller Louis Spry, the CWS is 


using eight different balls this year, seven types of balls in two 
games each, and one in one game 


"We used the Rawlings ball in the Cal State-LA-Mmnesota 


game Saturday and that was one of the lower scoring games," 
said Spry, referring to Cal State's 7-4 vun 


Competition in Minnesota 


Minnesota baseball coach Dick Siebert, a 30-year veteran, 


noted that he is facing competition for baseball talent in the

' It s reaHy a joy to come back to Lin- 


coln ' Buckley said "This is where rt all 
began as far as track is concerned ' 


Buckley has taken some giant strides 


since his beginning with the SLTC The 
highpomt of his blossoming track career 
came two weeks ago, when he won the Iowa 
High School 100-yard dash crown with a 09 9 
clocking 


As he climbed into the blocks Sunday 


prior to the senior bo\s 100 yard dash finals 
Buckley suddenly felt a little twinge of added 
pressure It came when the public address 
announcer informed the crowd that "the 
runner in lane six is this year s Iowa cham- 
pion " 


1 Bov, he (announcer) put the pressure on 


me in the blocks ' Buckley said ' When I 
heard him say that I figured I better do 
something " 


No problem After a false start Bucklev 


blew out of the blocks and into a stiff breeze 
to win the 100 in 10 3 


"The time isn t all that great but I m hap- 


py." Buckley said "Its nice to come back 
home and win 


The fact he is doing so well this spring in 


the 100 is surprising Buckley more than 
anyone else He had always considered 
himself a pole vaulter until he broke his hand 
in April while warming up for a meet 


With the vault wiped out of his plans. 


Buckle\ turned to the sprints and went on to 
become Iowa s dash king 


I was completely surprised so shocked 


when I won ' Bucklev said of gold medal per- 
formance in the Iowa prep championships 


I ve gone 14-b *i the vault and I still consider 


that my best event , 


Had he remained in Lincoln Buckley 


would have competed for Lincoln Southeast 
High School ' I miss Lincoln, it s a good 
place 
Buckley said "But I enjoy Sioux Ci- 


ty also They are both good places to live 


Buckley was disappointed another 


former Lincoln athlete Perry Krogmeier, 
was unable to attend the meet 


Krogmeier who ran for Southeast his 


sophomore year and the SLTC as a sprinter 
before moving to Indiana was scheduled to 
run the sprints Sunday but scratched at the 
last moment 


' It s too bad he (Krogmeier) didn t make 


it, Bucklev said "It would have been a lot of 
fun to run on a relay team with him 


But this has been a great meet It's well 


organized and I love to run on this track ' 


With goals of 09 6 and 15-6 set for his 


senior season at North High, Buckley in- 
dicated he has a strong interest in the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska and its track program 


My father and brother went to school at 


iNebraska, Bucklev said ' Right now I just 
have an open mind about college and will 
have to wait and see what happens "

What this 
does is give us added range and 
better patterns. 


"We have found this shell to 


be extremely effective at long 
range." Oeltjen said. "Nothing 
on the market really compares 
with it. We are are getting 
patterns we'd normally get at 
40 yards now at 60 yards. It's 
very, very effective. We show 
:iO-40 per cent better shot 
patterns than anything else 
produced."

Again 
the mixed plastic grains in'the 
shot provides for better, longer 
shot patterns. 


"We're adding 12-15 yards to 


our patterns," said Nelson. 
"These should be tremendous 
hunting loads for the water- 
fowl hunter or even the phea- 
sant hunter. We've got them in 
10 guage 214-ounce loads of 2's 
or 4's (shot size), and in 20- 
gauge"shells of 3-inch with I'M 
ounces of 2's, 4's or 6's. 


"And 
we've got a Super 


Pigeon load we made up for 
live pigeon shoots," Nelson 
added. "It's a high brass AA 
shell. It would be a heckuva 
good upland game load for 
doves, quail or pheasants. In 
these shells we have more shot 
than a standard trap load, 
more powder, and a handicap 
wad. It's just a heavier load."

those shells are illegal.
